A Great Comeback by Overcoming 


The Principal Causes of Rioting 4 i 


It Has Funds to Keep Convicts Busy, Hire ~ 
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Able Guards and Provide Good Food in r | 
Contrast With Missouri’s Penny-Pinch- 


ing Operation.

CHESTER, Ill., Nov. 6—Com- 
plaints that Missouri's recent 
bloody prison riots resulted from 
deficiencies caused by a notori- 
ously penny-pinching approach 
to operation of the State Peni- 
tentiary there are borne out in 
a comparison of operations at 
Jefferson City and the Southern 
Illinois Penitentiary, a survey 
by the Post-Dispatch disclosed 
today. 


The Illinois prison, at nearby 
Menard, with additional appro- 
priations from the Legislature, 
has made a tremendous” come- 
back since its own disastrous 
riots of September and October, 
1952. Under the direction of a 
new warden, ex-FBI agent Ross 
V. Randolph, who has the com- 
plete backing of Gov. William 
G. Stratton, prison administra- 
tors have apparently been able 
to overcome the chief causes of 
rioting—idle convicts, dispirited 
guards and indifferent food. 

Exactly the same eauses for 
rioting convicts were advanced 
by prison authorities in Mis- 
souri. They have realized for 
some time that these sources of 
irritation existéd in their prison, 
they told the Post-Dispatch, but 
have been unable to correct 
them for lack of funds. 

Pared Budget Requests. 

In the two years before the 
Jefferson City riots, with both 
Gov. Phil M. Donnelly and the 
Legislature paring down budget 
requests by prison administra- 
tors, the state of Missouri ap- 
propriated only $2,913,000 from 
general revenue funds for its 
prison, which houses 3300 con- 
victs. 

In the same period, the IIli- 
nois Legislaturg provided $4,- 
031,960 from general revenue 
for Menard Prison, which has: 
held a maximum of 2000 con- 
victs. 

(linois appropriated $15,- 
649,150 for operation of Menard, 
Stateville, Joliet and Pontiac 
prisons for two years. Another 
$1,314,100¢was :provided'for the 
Vandalia penal farm for persons 
convicted of misdemeanors, who 
serye their sentences in county 
and city jails in Missouri. 

(Missouri voted $4,048,000 
during the past two years for 

eration of equivalent institu- 
tions—the penitentiary and in- 
termediate. reformatory at Al- 
&Qa. In Missouri the women’s 
prison is part of the peniten- 
tiary. Women are placed in 
other institutions in Illinois.) 

Well-Trained Staff. — 

Menard has a large, well- 
trained staff of guards and su- 
pervisors because Illinois pro- 
vided $2,046,590 for salaries for 
the two years against only $1,- 
426,000 voted for this purpose 
by the Missouri Legislature. 

Warden Randolph's force of 
281 guards, who receive mini- 
mum wages of $262 per month, 
participate in an excellent state 
pension system and are fur- 
nished uniforms similar to those 
worn by the state police. 

Warden Ralph E. Eidson at 
Jefferson City has a staff of 
230 guards—untrained, overaged 
and disgruntled—who are paid a 
minimum of $154.a month, only 
recently became eligible to par- 
ticipate in Social Security bene- 
fits and are not provided with 
uniforms. More than half re- 
ceive minimum pay and the high- 
est wage is about $170. Ten po- 
sitions are unfilled because the 
low scale does not attract appli- 
cants. 

The Illinois warden has hired 
no one over 55 years of age with- 
out previous guard experience 
since he took over at Menard, 
but complains that because of 
holdovers he has too many men 
in the upper age brackets. 

Ages of Guards. 

Here are the age breakdowns 
of guards in the two institutions: 

Menard—Four are between 
70 and 75 years of age, 50 are 
in their 60s, 80 in their 50s, 
79 in their 40s, 43 in their 30s 
and 25 are below 30 years of 


age. : 

Jefferson City — Twenty- 
seven are between 70 and 79, 
67 are in their 60s, 89 in their

City prison administrators 
charge. Forced to depend to a 
large extent on inmate fore- 
men and outmoded operations, 
}they said, the industries suf- 
fered a net operating loss of 
$7000 last year and the educa- 
tional program failed to arouse 
interest of the convict popula- 
tion. 

This led to idleness of about 
half of the prison’s teeming 3300 
population even before the first 
riot last Sept. 22. Idleness has 
increased since then because 
most of the prison’s factories 
and the educational building 
were burned out. 

Here in Illinois, Warden Ran- 
dolph, permitted to select his 
own key personnel and in some 
cases to pay higher salaries than 
provided in Illinois’s institu- 
tional program, has decreased 
idleness to an absolute mini- 
mum. All of Menard’s indus- 
tries are operating at a profit 
except the rock quarry, which 
under Illinois law must furnish 
rock without charge to town- 
ships throughout the state. 

The Illinois Legislature pro- 
vided $1,985,370, (‘including a 
special allocation of $70,000 to 
finance therapy training), for 
operating expenses. . The Mis- 
souri Legislature provided only 
$1,369,000 for operating ex- 
penses. 

With $616,370 more to spend, 
Menard has been able to afford 
a better, less monotonous Dill 
of fare than Jefferson City. 
Meals at Menard include large 
amounts of such dietary re- 
quirements as eggs, fruits, milk 
and a wide variety of meat and 
fish—items missing or infre- 
quent in Missouri prison menus. 

Supervising the Menard mess 
halls is John C. Waite, $3936-a- 
year chief steward, who was in 
charge of the excellent 2*-‘lian 
mess hall at Scott Air Base 
when hired by Randolph two 
years ago. His background in- 
cludes direction of cafeterias 
for two large duPont plants and 
for construction workers on the 
Alcan Highway during World 
War II. 

Contrast at Jefferson City. 

The man who selects and pre- 
pares food at Jefferson City is 
William M. Bienlien, $3312-a- 
year prison chef, whose past ex- 
perience includes that of taxicab 
driver and prison guard. 

The Menard chef has two 
qualified, paid assistants to help 
in preparation of menus. Bien- 
lien depends entirely on inmate 
wssistants. 

Waite’s knowledge of dietary 
requirements is extensive but a 
| State dietitiam consultant. also 
visits Menard once a month to 
survey food purchase and menus 
to determine whether rules of 
uniformity in TiMnois institu- 
tional feeding are being met. 
Missouri has no dietitian. 

This reporter sampled hoon 
meals at both prisons recently 
and found that food at Menard 
was better prepared from the 
standpoint of appearance as well 
as taste. 

Consisting of baked perch, 
oven browned potatoes, corn, 
peas and applesauce, the Menard 
meal was considerably: lighter 
and more appetizing than -that 
served inmates at Jefferson 
City. The Missouri prison served 
fresh pork in milk gravy, pota- 
toes boiled in oleomargarine, 
peas and cream pie. The pie 
crust was soggy. 

Convicts at Jefferson City 
have complained that the food 
often is cold when it gets to 
them. The Missouri prison has 


‘ one central kitchen and the food 


is carried as far as a block to 
reach one of the three mess 
halls. 


Five Kitchens at Menard. 


At Menard there are five mess 
halls and five kitchens, Heavy 
metal food containers are warm 
when the food is ladled out. 

The old coal burning ranges 
which were used by Menard 
cooks at the time of the riot 
were replaced by modern elec- 
tric stoves. Large menu lists 
were posted in all mess halls so 
that inmates could see ahead of 
time what they could order. 
This was in line with a new 
policy of permitting each con- 
vict to eat as much as he wanted 
re as he did not waste 


The prison hospital at Menard 
(not to be confused with nearby 
Security Hospital) has two full- 
time physicians — Dr. Donald 
Wham, who receives’ $8400 per 
year, and Dr. Robert R. Jacks, 
who receives $7440 annually. 
Also on the staff are a part-time 
surgeon, a full-time dentist, a 
paft-time dentist, two hydro- 
therapists, a nurse, and X-ray 
technician and a pharmacist. 

Although Missouri law pro- 
vides for a full-time physician 
at the Jefferson City prison hos- 
pital there are none because of 
lack of funds. The part-time 
head physician at the hospital, 
Dr. William V. McKnelly, re- 
ceives $3300 (the part-time sur- 
geon at Menard gets $3312).

He led German armored drives 
into Poland, France, Yugoslavia 
and Russia in World War II but 
was sacked by Adolf Hitler in 
1944 in an argument about the 
withdrawal on the Russian front. 
Without command until the 
end of the war; von Kleist was 
taken prisoner by the British, 
who extradited him to Yugo- 
slavia. There he was sentenced 
to 15 years forced labor for war 
crimes, but turned over to the 
Russians in 1949.

nists, Communism and Commu- 
nist coddlers, and to display 
foolish, if not deliberate, dis- 
regard for the national security. 

‘The honesty of his critics 
will be questioned, their motives 
impugned, their sound judgment 
questioned. In at least one case, 
it is expected that McCarthy 
will attempt to establish a far- 
fetched relatjonship between a 
Senator and Alger Hiss, now 
serving a term for perjury in 
denying he gave secrets to a 
Communist spy ring. 

“Scheduled to be the target of 
this attack is Senator Flanders, 
author of the original censure 
motion leading to the forthcom- 
ing debate. 

Flanders told the Post-Dis- 
patch today that his “brother's 
wife’s sister’s divorced husband 
is the brother of the wife of 
Alger Hiss.” The Senator's 
brother, Donald, is a_ scientist 
working at the Argonne atomic 
laboratory in Chicago. 

Flanders said that his present 
plan is not to reply to McCarthy 
should he inject this into cen- 
sure debate. Flanders said he 
would: regard it as diversionary 
from the main issue before the 
Senate. He added, however, that 
after the censure vote is taken 
he will take the floor for a com- 
plete explanation of the “rela- 
tionshiv.” 

As the McCarthy barrage is 
deionated in the Senate cham- 
bér next week, and perhaps for 
weeks to come, the scene will 
be reminiscent of the night of 
last Aug. 2 when the ‘Senate, by 
a vote of 75 to 12, voted to re- 
fer censure charges against him 
to a select committee for study 
ahd report. ee 

There is an essential differ- 
ence between the present at- 
mosphere and that of Aug. 2, 
when McCarthy shocked Sena- 
tors and spectators alike with 
the bitterness of his attack. 

Then he was attempting to 
defend himself against a variety 
of more than 40 charges thrown 
into the hopper by four Senators 
who had been consistently out- 
spoken in their criticism of him. 

Next week, he will be faced 
with a document prepared by a 
committee of six Senators who 
have.had no part in the past 
pattles over McCarthy. These 
six Senators have held hearings, 
heard McCarthy’s_ testimony, 
weighed the facts. They have dis- 


Watkins committee report. 
McCarthy says that the Sen- 
ate has a closed mind on cen- 
suring him, and that he does 
not intend, therefore, to defend 
himself in the usual sense. He 
says only 19 Senators would sup- 
port him in the showdown vote. 
However, Senators tradition- 
ally abhor censuring their col- 
leagues and have done so only 
on two previous occasions, the 
last in 1929. 

Given the chance to absolve 
McCarthy of the censure recom- 
mendations of the Watkins com- 
mittee, a majority of the Sena- 
tors might jump at the oppor- 
tunity to shove the tuniwelcome 
issue aside. They would expect, 
however, that McCarthy offer 
an explanation, perhaps just 
short of apology, for his alleged 
contemptuous and denunciatory 
conduct toward a Senate sub- 
committee and his abusive con- 
duct toward a_ distinguished 
Army officer. 

But apology is not considered 
likely to be McCarthy’s course. 
He appears to feel that his pres- 
tige with the Republican leader- 
ship and his G.O.P, colleagues 
in the Senate has been impaired, 
and that this calls for a reasser- 
tion, at the coming session, of 
his leadership to his supporters 
around the country. Hé will at- 
tempt to establish that Republi- 
can election failures were the re- 
sult of Republicans’ efforts té 
sweep McCarthyism under the 
rug aS a campaign issue and to 
lack of his services as a cam- 
paign speaker, 

Tuesday's election results, in- 
cidentally, mean that, barring 
reversals through recounts, the 
Democrats will control the Sen- 
ate in the next session of Con- 
gress. McCarthy thereby will 
lose his chairmanships of the 
Government Operations Commit- 
tee and the permanent subcom- 
‘mittee on investigations, the lat- 
ter a vehicle he used in his 
Red-hunting activities.

GARET GARRETT, FINANCIAL 
WRITER AND EDITOR, DIES 


ATLANTIC CITY, NVJ., Nov. 
6 (AP)—Garet Garrett, financial 
writer, author and one-time edi- 
torial writer in chief of the Sat- 
urday Evening Post, died to- 
night. He was 76 years old. 

His latest book, “The Story 
of America,” will. be published 
in February. 

He was born Edward Peter 
Garrett in Pana, Ill. His first 
newspaper job was in Burling- 
ton, Ia., and by the time he 


was 25 he was a financial writer 
on the old New York Sun. 

In 1906 he moved to the New 
York Times and the following 
year the Wall Street Journal. 
After two years on the Jour- 
nal, he went to the Evening 
Post. 

Garrett became editor of the 


New York Times Analist in 
1912, a post he held for two 
years. From 1916 until 1919 he 
was assistant editor of the old 
New York Tribune. 

His books cluded “Where 
Money Grows,” “The Blue 
Wound,” “The Driver,” “The 
Cinder Buggy,” “The Bubble 
That Broke the World,” “On 
the Wings of Debt” and “The 
Revolution Was.” 


Garrett was in charge of the 
Saturday Evening Post editorial 
page from 1940 to 1942. In 1944 
he edited “American Affairs.”

liam J. Corrigan. “I intend to 
question everything. That’s my 
job.” 


After. three weeks in -court, 
the trial has yet to get. beyond 
the first state witness—Dr. Les- 
ter Adelson, the deputy coroner 
who conducted the autopsy on 
Marilyn Sheppard, murdered 
wife of the 30-year-old osteo- 
path. 


Blythin grew restless yesterday 
at the defense’s day-long cross- 
examination of Dr. Adelson, al- 
most unprecedented in its mi- 
nuteness and detail. The judge 
said he had never tried a casc 
where so much time was de- 
voted to establishing the cause 
of death. 

He threatened Corrigan with | 
Saturday court sessions unless | 
the defense speeds up its pace | 


from yesterday’s cross-examina- | 
tion, which Judge Blythin said | 


was “entirely too long.”

death. 

Corrigan even madigeeted at 
one point that she may have 
died of blood in the lungs — 
drowning. — rather than of 
crushed skull. 

Inch by inch, he strained to 
pull apart the state’s circum- 
stantial murder case against Dr. 
Sheppard. And he _ indicated 
these are the tactics he will use 
on every one of the state’s wit- 
nesses. 

Besides Judge Blythin, there 
is one other factor that may 
eventually speed Corrigan up.

BERLIN, Nov. 6 (AP)—Broken 
in health and almost forgotten 
in changing world politics, Baron 
Konstantin von Neurath, Hitler's 
first -Foreign Minister, was re- 
leased from a war crimes prison 
today. 

Now 81 and suffering from 
heart trouble, Von Neurath was 
granted a parole from Spandau, 
the four-power -prison holding 
the seven top Hitler Nazis who 
escaped hanging. 

The Russians, in charge of the 
prison this month, revived an 
old Western proposal to release 
Von Neurath because of age and 
health, and got quick American, 
British and French assent. 

Von Neurath’s daughter, Frau 
Winifried von Mackensen, was 
notified to appear here for a 
“conference” at 10 a.m. today. 
At 11 a.m., her father appeared 
in the visitors’ room, dressed for 
street travel for the first time 
in eight years. 

He did not know he was being 
released, Frau Von Mackensen 
said. They went to a modest 
hotel in downtown Berlin where 
tonight Von Neurath was under 
a private physician’s care. 

The aged diplomat’s daughter 
told correspondents she will 
have to wait for the doctor to 
say if her father can stand a 
plane trip to West Germany to 
the ancestral home _ outside) 
Stuttgart.-

Senator Estes Kefauver 
(Dem.), Tennessee, said the new 
Democratic-controlled Congress 
which meets in January “will 
want the names of these people, 
not the numbers.” 


Senator Mike Mansfield 
(Dem.), Montana, told reporters: 


“We will go into this ques- 
tion of subversion. We will in- 
sist on a complete breakdown 
for the American people. We 
will insist on full publicity of 
Vice President Nixon’s allega- 
tions and the basis on which he 
made them,” 

The Civil Service Commission 
announced several weeks ago 
that the Eisenhower Adminis- 
tration had separated 6926 se- 
curity risks from the ‘federal 
payroll through last June. Of 
these 2611 were fired, the com- 
mission said, and 4315 resigned. 
Out of the total, the commission 
said 1743 had information in 
their files “indicating’’ subver- 
sive associations in “varying de- 
grees.” 

‘Thousands,” Nixon said. 

Nixon and other influential 
Republican campaigners repeat- 
edly referred to these results of 
the Administration’s security 
program, contending it “got rid 
of thousands” of Communists,

It Depends on the Ability of 
President, Speaker Ray- 
burn and Senator Johnson 
to Control Partisanship.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 6. 

HREE men—President Eisenhow- 

er, Representative Sam Rayburn 
and Senator Lyndon B. Johnson— 
have the major responstbility for de- 
termining whether the newly-elected 
Democratic LEighty-fourth Congress 
will co-operate with the White House 
or whether there will be, in Mr. Eisen- 
hower’s campaigning phrase, a ‘‘cold 
war of partisan polities’ * in prepara- 
tion for the 1956 presitiential election. 
“Mr. Sam” Rayburn will return to the 
speakership of the House, a position he 
has held longer than any other man in 
history. Johnson, a fellow-Texan and a 
Rayburn protege, will become the Senate 
Majority Leader, but, like his Republican 
predecessor Senator William F. Knowland 


of California, he ‘will have only the slim- 
mest margin of control. 


Even before Tuesday’s votes had been 
completely counted, the President and the 
two Democrats assured the nation and the 
rest of the world that they would try to 


have the two parties work in harmony, 


especially on foreign affairs. 
™ ¥ ~ 


THE PRESIDENT told his press confer- 
ence on Wednesday that he had used 


. stronger language than he meant when he 


predicted in the campaign a ‘cold war” 
and “chaos” in Government if the Repub- 
licans lost control of Congress. He prom- 
ised to confer and plan with Democratic 
congressional leaders on the remainder of 
the Eisenhower middle-of-the-road legisla- 
tive program. 
Mr. Eisenhower emphasized: 

“There is going to be no initiative on 
my side that can possibly lead toward 
lack of co-operation.” 

Johnson, speaking for the Senate 
Denrocrats, quickly followed with a 
statement: 

“We will meet the President more 
than half way in any effort to work out 
a common solution to the difficult prob- 
lem of national security, of peace and 
of prosperity. 

“Naturally, if we cannot agree with 
the President, we will vote our convic- 
tions. But, there will be no obstruction 
for the sake of obstruction and no ha- 
rassing for the sake of partisan advan- 
tage.” 

Former Speaker Rayburn, in the lan- 
guage of his cattle country, announced 
that the “Democrats are not coming back 
to Washington with their bristles up.” 


These harmonious statements could 
presage an era of good feeling. Instead of 
a “house divided” between the Capitol and 
the White House, there could be a virtual 
coalition government that would be almost 
unique in American history. 


Realistically, and as a matter of prac- 
tical polities, there can be no sure predic- 
tion of complete co-operation. There will 
be plenty of partisan politics played by 
both sides and the question will be of de- 
gree. 


There can, however, be much better co- 
operation than there was in the Eighty- 
third Congress, and more than in. the his- 
torical situation to which Mr. Eisenhower 
referred in his campaign speeches 

Mr. Eisenhower's own temperament and 
the temper of the times are quite differ- 
ent from those that brought on controver- 
sies between President Taft and a Demo- 
cratic Congress after 1910, between Presi- 
dent Wilson and Congress after 1918, 
President Hoover after 1930 and President 
Truman after 1946, wher the mid-term 
elections divided responsibility between 
the executive and legislative branches., 


Tuesday’s election returns, as a whole, 
reflected that Mr. Eisenhower, personally, 
and kis legislative program have consid- 
erable support from voters. The most 
vocal oppasition came from the more zeal- 
ous New Dealers of the Democratic party 
and the isolationist, reactionary faction of 
the Republican. Many Democrats cam- 
paigned on the theme that they had given 
and would give better support to the Presi- 
dent than he had received from some Re- 
publican Senators and Representatives. 


Thus, in the next Congress, there will 
be in effect four parties. On the Repub- ° 
lican side there will be the Eisenhower 
middle-of-the-roaders and the extreme 
rightists; on the Democratic side, the 
Southern conservatives and the ardent 
New and Fair Dealers. 


On the important issues of foreign af- 
fairs and international trade, there will be 
a coalition of all except the extreme right, 
as represented by Republican Senators 
Bricker of Ohio, McCarthy of. Wisconsin, 
Jenner of Imdiana and Malone of Nevada, 
and Republican Representatives Taber and 
Reed of New York, Simpson of Pennsyl- 
vania and Chiperfield of Illinois.

PARTISAN POLITICS will be in evi- 
dence on domestic issues, particularly on 
taxation, labor relations, farm price sup- 
ports, public works and conservation, pub- 
lic health and above all, in congressional 
investigations. 


It is on these domestic problems that 
President Eisenhower and his White 
House and congressional advisers will 
have to modify their tactics. The les- 
sons of the campaign were that Presi- 
dent Eisenhower had not sold his pro-

gram to the voters, that the right-wing 
Republicans could not be appeased and 
that Mr. Eisenhower did not know what 
Governinent officials were doing and 
the party organization spokesmen were 
saying in his name. 


In the last two weeks of the campaign, 
he asserted his leadership of his party and 
actively sought the election of all Repub- 
licans, regardless of their differences with 
him and his program. Whether this was 
wise or effective will be a matter of de- 
bate for some time. Several candidates 
should be grateful to him, such as Sen- 
ators-elect George H. Bender of Ohfo and 
Gordon Allott of Colorado, and many 
House members who used their pictures 
with him as campaign literature. On the 
other hand, he did identify himself with 
partisan politics, a position he sought to 
avoid after his election and up to the be- 
ginning of this year. 


In his conferences with Democratic con- 
gressional leaders he will have to display 
more detailed knowledge of the workings 
of politics and government and more dis- 
cipline within his own party than was ap- 
parent during the last two years. In the 
past, he has said that he could only lay 
down the principles of what he wanted and 
must leave details to be worked out by 
others. 


On controversial domestic issues he will 
find that Speaker Rayburn, Majority 
Leader Johnson and their prospective, aids, 
Representative John W. McCormack of 
Massachusetts and Senator Earle C. Cle- 
ments of Kentucky, are astute politicians 
and deeply steeped in the details of gov- 
ernment. With control of both Houses, 
and especially the committees, these Demo- 
crats will be in a position of strength for 
the arms’ length bargaining that negoti- 


gjtions for compromises demand. They 
know that the details can often be as im- 


portant as the principles, where the “‘jok- 
ers” are likely to be hidden and how a 
given law is likely to be administered by 
partisan officials. 


The Republican opposite numbers will 
be the present Speaker, Joseph W. Martin 
Jr. of Massachusetts, who probably will 
become House Minority Leader, and Rep- 
resentative Charles A. Halleck of Indiana, 
present House Majority Leader, who will 
become the Assistant Minority Leader, and 
Senator Knowland, prospective Senate Mi- 
nority Leader, and Senator Eugene D. Mil- 
likin of Colorado, chaizman of the Repub- 
lican conference. 


The President will miss the loyal sup- 
port he received from Senator Homer Fer- 
guson of Michigan, chairman of .the Re- 
publican Policy Committee, who was de- 
feated by Patrick V. McNamara. Know- 
land often rejected White House policies, 
contending that his obligations as a Sen- 
ator superseded his responsibilities as a 
floor leader. It will be interesting to see 
whether Knowland insists on maintaining 
this individualistic position. Hf he does, 
the President’s leadership problem will be 
more difficult than it was in the Eighty- 
third Congress. Knowland has already 
complained publicly because Mr. Eisen- 
hower did not start campaigning earlier. 

Knowland has been accused of presi- 
dential ambitions and there will be others 
in the Senate open to the same charge— 
Vice President Nixon and Senators Bricker 
and Everett Dirksen, on the Republican 
side of the aisle, and Senators Johnson, 
Stuart Symington of Missouri and Estes 
Kefauver of Tennessee on the Democratic 
side. 


As always after a mid-term election 
there will be plenty of presidential poli- 
ticking, from the White House and in Con- 
gress. With the committees under their 
control, the Democrats will have plenty of 
forums to get their views to the voters; 
the White House is the best distributing 
point in the world for political announce- 
ments. »

Activities Committee. Walter, who ranks 
second on the Judiciary Committée, has 
suggested that the Un-American group be 
abolished as a standing committee and 
that its functions be transferred to an in- 
vestigating subcommittee of Judiciary. Mc- 
Clellan has suggested the House commit- 
tee and the Senate Permanent Investigat- 
ing Subcommittee be cémbined into .a 
Senate-House Joint Committee, which 
would have sole jurisdiction of the nation- 
al security personnel questions under a 
code of procedure to protect both the Gov- 
ernment and the witnesses.

THE REAL TEST of a coalition govern- 
ment or a delayed honeymoon will be the 
number of Democrats, liberal Republicans 
and Independents the President appoints 
to high Government positions, notably in 
the State and Defense departments and 
the regulatory commissions. For the past 
two years the Democrats have complained 
that President Eisenhower has not fol- 
lowed the precedents of the bipartisan 
foreign policy established by: Presidents 
Roosevelt and Truman in naming Repub- 
licans and Independents to high office. 
The Administration's only citation in re- 
ply has been the retention of Democrat 
David Bruce as a Special Ambassador to 
the NATO Council.

He has named to the 
regulatory commissions, Republican lame 
ducks whose records have shown they 
were opposed to the intent of Congress 
in the laws they were to administer. 

In their new position of strength, the 
congressional Democrats will be able to 
demand more than mere token recogni- 
tion of co-operation, In Europe, during 
and after the war, Gen. Eisenhower dem- 
onstrated his talents for conciliation of 
diverse views and personalities. Presi- 
dents Wilson, Hoover and Truman refused 
to accommodate themselves to an oppo- 
sition Gongress. As a result the nation 
suffered. President Eisenhower and the 
Democratic leaders promised this week 
that they will: try to keep the govern- 
mental house from being divided. De- 
spite what the President said in the heat 
of the campaign, their philosephies of 
Government are not too different to work 
together for the nation’s security and its 
prosperity.

HE United States and its Euro- 
pean allies are losing the world 


struggle with Communism —in 


South and Southeast Asia, 
and the Middle East, and in Latin 
America: One billion human beings, 
on three continents, threaten to tip 
the world balance of power over- 
whelmingly on the side of Soviet 
Russia, ' 

This is the crisis which now confronts 
the makers of foreign policy in Washing- 
ton, and which has been the subject of 
discussions at the highest levels in recent 
weeks. 

In the headlines, this crisis has tended 
to be obscured by such seemingly immi- 
nent achievements as the inclusion of 
Western Germany in the European defense 
system, and by politics: accusations about 
“losing China,” and charges that in one 
way or another, inadequate American 
statesmanship allowed Communism to win 
northern Korea and northern Indochina. 

During the last few days this writer has 
discussed the mounting crisis in the under- 
developed areas with diplomats and Gov- 
ernment economists, in Washington, and 
with the top experts at the Center for 
International Studies at thé Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology, Cambridge, Mass. 


What emerges is a clear, world-wide 
picture: 

The people of the underdeveloped 
areas in Asia, Africa, the Middle East 
and Latin America have decided that 

their nations must and will be eco- 
nomically developed. 

Communism offers them a plan for 
such development. 

The non-GCommunist industrialized na- 
tions, under United States leadership, 
offer them no adequate plan for devel- 
opment. 

Consequently, the underdevel- 
oped countries are being driven, one by 
one, to accept the Communist plan, with 
its high price tag—totalitarian controls 
and subservience to Soviet Russia. 

. * ~ 

WHAT CAN BE DONE to stop the Com- 
munist erosion of the underdeveloped 

areas? 

White House discussions, it was learned 
in Washington, have centered around a 
body of ideas being developed at the 
M.I.T. Center .for International Studies, 
supported in a large measure by Ford 
Foundation funds. These ideas have been 
presented, discussed—but no action has 
been taken. 

Instead, United States policy is moving 
steadily in the opposite direction to that 
suggested by the M.LT., experts. 

Under the influence of “isolationists” 
and “primitives” in Congress, it has been 
decided to dismantle the Foreign Opera- 
tions Administration, now directed by 
Harold E. Stassen, come next June 30. 

United States continued participation in 
the United Nations Technical Assistance 
program is in doubt. 

At the Caracas Conference of the Ameri- 
can Republics, last March, the United 
States obtained support for action directed 
against Communism in Guatemala by 
promising to hold a full-dress economic 
conference, later, at which hopes of Latin 
Americans for economic development, would 
be considereg. That conference is. to be 
held at Rio de Janeiro, Brazil, beginning 
Nov. 22. 

But already the Administration has 
decided to offer no real program for 
economic development in Latin America, 
and Secretary of the Treasury George 
Humphrey is slated to head the United 
States delegation—to make sure that 
United States commitments are kept to 
a minimum. 

Nor, despite many an “agonizing re- 
appraisal,” has any decision been taken 
on a really adequate program for South 
and Southeast Asia, where the fires of

As for our general foreign economic pol-

to the slogan, “Trade, Not Aid,” one of 
the Government's own top economists told 
this writer, privately, that “it could hardly 
be worse.” The Eisenhower Administration 
abandoned without a fight its proposal for 
a three-year extension of the Reciprocal 
Trade Agreements Act, and the further 
recommendations of the Randall Com- 
mission. 

Instead of “Trade, Not Aid” we are offer- 
ing neither trade nor substantial aid. 

Failure: to meet head-on the whole prob- 
lem of the development of the under- 
developed areas has resulted in a series 
of spot-crises, which could be met only by 
military or by cloak-and-dagger actions: 
notably in Indochina, Iran and Guatemala. 
But already the State Department is antici- 
pating new points of peril for the non- 
Communist world: in Southern Viet Nam, 
Indonesia and Thailand. 

So long as present conditions persist 
in’ Asia, Africa, the Middle East and 
Latin America, new crises may arise 
anywhere in these areas, at any time. 
Korea, Indochina, Iran and Guatemala 
were only the preliminary bouts, those 
closest to the problem of the under- 
developed areas are convinced, 


In the opinion of the M.I.T. experts, 


several of whom have had 


ernments in underdeveloped areas, the 
situation is at once more serious than this 
brief outline suggests—and more hopeful. 

It is deadly serious, because the present 
drift of events, unchecked, almost cer- 
tainly will result in a United States with- 
out allies—a beleaguered island in a world 
sea of Communism. There is very little 
reason to believe that this nation’s values, 
or its political integrity, could survive 
such a position. 

The situation is more hopeful, how- 
ever, because it contains an enormous 
and exciting opportunity to assist the 
one billion human beings in the under- 
developed areas in an effort to lift them- 
selves into the twentieth century—as 
free, democratic, nations, allied to the 
world coalition of free nations. 

By this line of thinking, which doml- 
nates the atmosphere at the M.I.T. Center 
for International Studies, development of 
the underdeveloped areas is the issue on 
which the final struggle between the 
United States and Russia—short of World 
War III—is to be determined. A successful 
non-Communist program, under United 
States leadership, could tip the balance 
once and for all to the side of freedom 

and democracy—and could, without war, 
decisively defeat the Soviet ambitions for 
world domination. 
* * * 

WHAT WOULD IT COST to initiate a 
program for the economic development of 
the underdeveloped areas of the world? 

Fairly precise estimates have been 
worked out; the answer is—a substantial 
amount, but a mere fraction of the cost 
of our present armed defense program, 
and a vastly smaller fraction of the cost 
of World War III. 

The senior staff members at the M.LT. 


‘Center for International Studies have con- 


sidered the possible objection that an ex- 
panded program for the underdeveloped 
areas would be “simply pourfng money 
down a rat-hole.” 

They have limited their objective: The 
problem is to get the underdeveloped 
areas “over the hump” so that ‘they can 
carry on their own development without 
substantial outside aid. The M.L.T. experts 
believe this limited objective may be at- 
tained, basing their belief on economic 
calculations and experience. 

In round numbers, what seems to be 
required is an additional expenditure by 
all the industrialized nations of around 
$4,000,000,000 a year, for the next 10 
years. The overwhelming bulk of these 
new funds would be in the form of loans 
in the underdeveloped areas, to. be ré- 
paid with interest. 

The United States share, it is estimated, 
would be something more than half the 
total suggested amount—probably a max- 
imum of around $2,200,000,000 a year. 

This may be compared to a Defense 

of around $29, 
000,000 a year. 


It may, however, be objected that what 
is proposed is an “additional” expenditure 


| of $2,200,000,000 a year from the United 


States Treasury—and the camel's back 
may well, thereby, be broken. 

W. W. Rostow, one of the leading fig- 
ures in the Center for International 
Studies, believes such objections are sheer 
nonsense. In a recent address at the Naval 
War arn +e Newport, R.I., Rostow pointed 
out that United States normally in- 
creases its capacity to produce by about 


$14,000,000,000 every year; in addition, he | 


pointed out, we have an unused capacity.

THE FIRST STEP in seeking to take a 
measure of the problem is to see it in ‘its 
true, global setting. It only confuses the 
issue to think of the “problem of Gukte- 
mala” or the “problem of Southeast ‘Asia” 

as if they were separate incidents. 

As the historian, Arnold J. Toynbee, 
pointed out in.a recent article in The New 
York Times Magazine: “We are all aware 
that we are living through a great revolu- 
tion, and, the more closely we look at it 
the greater it proves to be... .. In our day 
we are seeing the old geographical bar- 
riers fall. The entire habitable and tra- 
versable surface of the planet is now going 
to become a gingle. home for:the whole of 
in it’is not .to be a single abat- 
to 

“At the same time, we are seeing all 
races, peoples, classes and individuals 
demanding a share. in the power and the 
wealth that, till now, have been a mo- 
nopoly of the few... .” 

The second step, in taking a measure of 
this immensely critical problem, is the 
most difficult step of all, Yet both the 

philosopher-historian, Toynbee, and the 
hard-headed M.I:T. economic technicians 
agree*that it is a necessary step: To see 
that the crisis, world-wide, is not chiefly 
either economic or military in nature— 
though both military and economic tools 
will be necessary ta meet it. 

Toynbee declares ‘“The world revolution 

. is. the spiritual offspring of old and 
cherished Western ideals.” ~The M.LT. 
economists speak of the crisis as ‘political 
and psychological.” 

What has happened is that a fairly 
simple, Western notion—that disease, pov- 
erty and ignorance are not necessary con- 
ditions of life—has spread with rapid and 
accumulating force over the face of the 
earth. People of the underdeveloped areas 
have observed that disease; poverty and 


ignorance largely have been wiped out ‘in 
the industri nations, notably in West 
ern Europe and the United States. They 


have come to associate the attack on these 
evils with industridlization—and are deter- 
mined to become modern, industrialized 
nations themselves. 

Two other factors are operating as pow- 
erful reinforcements in the drive on the 
part of the underdeveloped areas to follow 
the example of the industrialized . nations. 
Until recently most of them have been 
colonies of the industrialized. nations, and 
they are determined to remove once and 
for all the stain of being “hewers of .wood 
and drawers of water.” 

Finally, most of the people in the under- 
developed areas have’ brown, black or 
yellow skins, and have been subjected to 
race prejudice on the part of the people 
from the industrialized, colonizing mations, 
Through economic strength they hope to 
redress the racial Wrongs they have so 
keenly felt. 

The problem, therefore, jis not one 
simply of developing the underdevel- 
oped areas. What happens in the process 
of development is vitally important: 
given the background of colonialism and 
racial discrimination, it is plainly pos- 
sible that the underdeveloped areas may 
develop. te the fatal detriment of the 
United States and. its allies. 

Mao Tse-tung’s China is the example of 
Communist development ; that the whole 
underdeveloped world is: ‘watching. 

If the one billion people in such areas 
who are still'uncommitted choose to follow 
China, world Communism’ has won.

THE STRUGGLE, then, is for the loyal 
ties of one billion human beings.

Some partisan newspapers, radio 
commentators and columnists have 
been stating the election was not a 
repudiation of President Eisenhower 
and the Republican Congress for 
which he made his desperate appeal.

We have been advised that Presi- 
dent Eisenhower performed wonders 
in his last minute and ill-advised 
whirlwind campaign. In reality, Eis- 
enhower’s last political gasp of the 
1954 campaign resulted in the net 
loss to the Republicans of Michigan, 
Kentucky, Delaware, Cognecticut and 
New York. 


The American voters repudiated 
Eisenhower and his billion-dollar Cab- 
inet. The G.O.P. “smear and smile” 
tactics didn't work. Neither did the

The Way Ahead | 
What a happy change there has been in the 
tone of official Washington in the first week 


after the midterm congressional election in con- . 


trast to the tone in the preceding several weeks. 

Now there is no more White House talk of “a 
cold war” between the executive and legislative 
branches. There are no more dire forecasts 
of “stalemate government,” of “a hopeless jam;” 
of “political fiddling while the world burns,” of 
“two drivers at the steering wheel set on going 
in opposite directions,” of “ending up in the 
ditch,” 

All those black prophecies are fortunately be- 
hind us. They can be dismissed as so much 
“campaign oratory,” to use the apt description 
of such talk by the 1940 Republican standard- 
bearer, the late Wendell Willkie. Now there 
are much more urgent things before the country. 
And among these none is more important than 
the role of the United States in world affairs. 

+ * * 

The President leads off in the best of spirit. 
He says frankly: “There is going to be no 
initiative on my side that can possibly lead 
toward lack of co-operation.” As Raymond P. 
Brandt, our chief Washington correspondent, 
shows on the preceding page, Speaker-to-be Ray- 
burn of Texas and Senator Johnson of. Texas 
(who doubtless will be the Democratic leader 
in the new Senate) have matched’ Mr. Eisen- 
hower with promises of co-operation. 

Actually the statements by these leading 
Democrats indicate no harboring of grudges as 
a result of the “20 years of treason” insults. In- 
stead they show disposition to go more than 
half way to meet the President. That is as it 
should be. The Democrats are the congressional 
victors and they not only can but should be 
generous in overture and conduct. 

What is needed in foreign affairs is a return 
to bipartisanship. We had bipartisanship in 
World War II and in the years afterward when 
it made Httle difference whether Republican 
Senator Vandenberg of Michigan or Democratic 
Senator Connally of Texas headed the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee. We can have it 
again. We can have a repetition of the same 
co-operation between the parties that made it 
possible for the United States to take the lead 


in the creation of the U.N. 


For this country must present a clear impres- 
sion of good will and friendliness to the world. 
We must substitute unity for the division that 
has been only too apparent. We can dehate and 
criticize elements in foreign policy without re- 
crimination. We can do it without confusing 
and disheartening our friends and pleasing any 
enemies as past appeasement of McCarthyism 
has done.

How far the Eisenhower Administration should 
go to make genuine bipartisanship possible is 
a matter to be worked out at the highest level. 
Similarly the question of the extent of Dem- 
ocratic participation calls for study. Now that 
we have a Congress of one party and a President 
of the other a kind of coalition is the only 
solution. 

A very good place to begin would be the post 
of Ambassador to India. President Eisenhower 
needs the best representative to the people of 
India that he can find. The two Americans 
most highly regarded in India are Mrs. Eleanor 
Roosevelt and Chester Bowles. Either would be 
a splendid choice. If Mr. Bowles were chosen 
it would return to New Delhi the Ambassador 
who was phenomenally successful when he 
served there in the Truman Administration. 

Appointment of Mr. Bowles would correct 
what Methodist Bishop J. Waskom Pickett tells 
readers of the Christian Advocate was ‘‘the first 
of five grave blunders” by the United States in 
our recent dealings with Nehru and India. This 
first blunder was the removal of Mr. Bowles 
for political reasons in 1953 at the time when 
he was, in Bishop Pickett’s words, “doing ‘a 
magnificent job.”

In the months ahead Dwight D. Eisenhower 
ought to do the things that his own mind and 
conscience tell him he must do. He can not 
allow himself to listen to local Republican poli- 
ticlans who are thinking in the parochial terms 
of.

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A Phantom Vanishes 

Ford Motor Co.’s apparent abandonment of 
“phantom freight,” quickly followed by General 
Motors, is a major development in the automo- 
bile industry and one which should permit 
healthier competition by. the smaller manufac- 
turers, . 

“Phantom freight” is the freight .charged from 
Detroit (or some other Midwestern city) to the 
point of purchase, even though the car may 
have been assembled in the city where it was 
purchased, or nearby. 

Savings of up to $100 will now be enjoyed by 
purchasers some 1000 miles or farther from 
Detroit. The struggling independent auto manu- 
facturers, which do not have assembly plants 
dotted all over the country as do the Big Two, 
will not be as seriously disadvantaged as in the 
past. 

So, a barrier to free competition has been 
effected by competition itself—in this case, the 
increasing importance of competitive pricing. 
And this in turn should assist a still more gen- 
eral sort of competition by helping the competi- 
tors of the growing giants to survive, 
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A Research Group Begins’ Research 

An intensive scientific study into cancer and 
cigarette smoking has been announced by the 
Tobacco Industry Research Committee. This is 
the group which was formed last spring by 14 
tobacco companies and associations, after a 
series of experiments which suggested a con- 
nection between cigarettes and cancer and also 
after a 2 per cent decline in cigarette smoking. 

Medical science in particular and smokers in 
general will welcome the big research program. 
Research is exactly what the committee was 
formed to undertake. Yet until now its chief 
public endeavor was a pamphlet entitled “A 
Scientific Perspective on the Cigarette Contro- 
versy,” which was the perspective of those who 
saw no connection between cigarette smoking 
and lung cancer. 

The question about the relations between the 
two has been raised often and independently by 
eminent research scientists. The final decision 
is not in and may be a long time coming. But 


obviously the public wants to know more about 
the effects of the admittedly enjoyable business 
of smoking, or cigarette consumption would not 
have declined and the tobacco industry would 
not have formed a Research Committee. 

With $500,000 to finance the project, the cig- 
arette makers ought to find out a lot about their 
product, and so should consumers. 
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Our Inscrutsble Farm Belt 


Was the election a vindication of Secretary 
Benson's farm policy? Or a repudiation? 

The line-up on this lively post mortem issue 
is about what you would expect. Secretary Ben- 
son sees the results as a vindication, his oppon- 
ents, as a repudiation. The truth, we suspect, lies 
somewhere between the two extremes. 

In the Middle. Western states last Tuesday, 
four Senators were re-elected, and three of the 
four had opposed Mr. Benson’s flexible price 
supports. That seems to be a strong argument in 
favor of a farm belt tide against Mr. Benson—- 
until you notice that in the Middle Western 
states four Senators~ were defeated, and three 
of the four had opposed Mr. Benson’s flexible 
price supports, 

So far as the Senate is concerned, then, the 
farm issue appears not to have been decisive 
even in Yarm areas. Where Senator Douglas won 
in Illinois, Senator Gillette lost in Iowa—and 
both were critics of flexible price supports. 
Where Senator Ferguson lost in Michigan, Sena- 
tor Schoeppel won in Kansas—and both were 
backers of flexible price supports. 

Detailed returns from the congressional dis- 
tricts could tell a different story for the House. 
A Democratic spokesman points out, for exam- 
ple, that 18 of 22 Republican House members 
who lost their seats to Democrats had voted for 
flexible price supports. But were they beaten 
because of that vote, and were they beaten in 
farm areas? This question the bare figures do 
not answer. 

True, the two Missouri Republicans who lost 
their seats last Tuesday had voted in favor of 
flexible supports. But so had the two Missouri 
Republicans who kept their seats. In Illinois, the 
one downstate Republican who was beaten had 
indeed voted for flexible price supports; but so 
had seven other downstate Republicans who 
won re-election. 

Secretary Benson can claim, we think, a some- 
what negative victory. It seems clear that there 
was no mighty uprising of angry farmers to vent 
agrarian fury upon the Administration’s flexible 
price support program. In the words of The Des 
Moines Register, “farmers did not object to the 
changes in farm legislation as much as some of 
their spokesmen said they did.” : 

On the farm issue, the Administration is in the 
position of a swordsman who did not get decapi- 
tated, but only lost an ear or two. Its policy has 
not been spectacularly répudiated, but neither 
have we heard the last of the controversy over it. 
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Where the Responsibility Lies 

If there is any such thing as party responsi- 
bility for progress and reform in St. Louis, then 
the Democratic party in Missouri surely has it. 

The Democrats now control both branches of 
the State Legislature as a result of the voters 
ending two years of Republican rule in the 
House. The St. Louis delegation in the General 
Assembly is overwhelmingly ~ Democratic — all 
seven Senators and 16 of .18 Representatives. 

Under the circumstances it would seem that in 


local affairs all St. Louis need do is ask. We - 


shall see. St. Louis needs home rule over the 
county layer of government that it supports, it 
needs home rule over the way its School Board 
is organized, it needs help for the Bi-State Agen- 
ey that can be so important to its future, and it 
needs assistance on parking and other matters. 

The needs are clear and they are important. 
Will the Democrats rise to the occasion and 
help St. Louis to progress and reform?

Music, painting and writing, the great art 
forms, always have ‘“‘something to say.” But each 
says it in its own way, and that way is not the 
way of the other two. Hence the everlasting 
struggle of the music critics and the art critics 
to make one art lucid in the terms of another. 
Hence also the difficulty to say«quite precisely 
in just what lay the greatness of Henri Matisse. 

Certainly he was not great simply because he 
joined the other “wild men” of Paris in 1905 
in the revolt against the representationalists, 
the glazers, the men who made of paint laces 
finer than any made of thread. After all, Rem- 
brandt was a glazer; Van Dyck had a fancy for 
a bit of lace against black broadcloth. Nor did 
greatness lie merely in the assertion that paint- 
ing could not live if it were to be no more than 
imitation of the Old Masters, that there was a 
new spirit in the world and that it called for 
hew expression, Py 

No, the greatness of Matisse is in how he ex- 
emplified these ideas with paint on canvas. 
And here at least three words are useful: color, 
simplicity, authority. Look at the ‘swirl of his 
dancers in the City Art Museum. At first glance 
it may be a bit disappointing. There is always 
somebody around to say: “Shucks, just finger- 
painting.” But keep on looking. Is there not here 
an immense economy of means in setting these 
figures to dancing on the grass? And do they 
not dance with the most amazing abandon and 
rhythm? 

Or look up a picture of his Stations of the 
Cross in the Dominican chapel at Vence. Here 
he has brought an elaborate expression of litur- 
gical art down to a few black strokes on a 
ground of white. Yet while claiming almost no 
attention for themselves—and that is their vir- 


tue in this case—they suggest the whole Passion - 


of Christ upon whith the faithful are asked to 
meditate. x 
And then there are all those gaudy odalisques 
basking on their divans in the North African 
sun. Here are great splashes of colors—reds, 
blues, greens—just as they came out of the 
tubes. Here is no finicky blending and modeling, 
just raw color—and how it throbs.

Government expects scientists to volunteer with little aid; we 
neglect scientists, Russia mobilizes them; does that make sense?

The American Revolution was carried 
on, and won, by volunteer soldiers. 
Those volunteers often were expected 
to bring with them flint-locks' and hav- 
ersacks with hams or sides of bacon, 
parched corn or even small bags of 
“Indian meal.” And with such forces 
we won the war against British Regu- 
lars and Hessian mercenaries, good 
in their way. 


We won, by the grace of God that 
gave us for a leader George Washington, 
bravest of spirit, strongest of will, 
purest of soul, and by estimate of 
British Thackeray, 
the noblest English 
speaking figure 
since Alfred the 
Great. 

Times have 
changed; we know 
that no volunteer 
army can protect 
us. We conscript 
and we fit our con- 
scripts from the 
farm and factory 
and counting house 
and college inte a maze of military 
technology. ; 


Our first line of defense, President 
Eisenhower has wisely stated, consists 
of our scientists. True, and our second 
line consists of our technologists and 
engineers, who must go dead if science 
grinds to a standstill. Behind the tech- 
nologists and engineers come the indus- 
trialists, the most useful of men if tech- 
nology gives them something to do— 
the most disgusting bureaucrats if it 
doesn’t. Behind them corhe our’ mili- 
tary leaders, grand, if the rest of the 
machine works—otherwise brass that 
doesn't resound, 


The key to it all is the scientist. And 
we enlist him by volunteering. The

in our first line of defense has to equip 
himself at his own expense, like Wash- 
ington's soldiers. 

That was all very well, once, for there 
But now we are: 
engaged in a desperate competition for 


the world, Science, not propaganda, not 
repression, will win it. Russia, our com- 
petitor, knows that science and tech- 
nology will win. Russia picks out her 
ablest youth, finances them, encourages 

em, makes scientists of them, and 
puts them into jobs that pay well. She 
has three students of science to our two. 


And let us not delude ourselves with 
the notion that those Russian scientists 
are after all.second rate scholars, There 
is no harder working. scientist in the 
world than a Russian with the bit in his 
teeth. He has no future except to work 
for the Soviet state, but the state is 
prepared to pay well. A top Russian 
scientist pulls down a salary that would 
astonish you and me. Russia plans. 


And we, we just let things happen. 
Excited by the possibilities of the atom 
we cheerfully spend billions. But the 
general science out of which atomic 
performance grows we ‘eave to the vol- 
unteering of private contributions to 
universities, to the possibilities of fam- 
ily financing of young scientists, to 
flintlocks and flitches of bacon. And, 
there is not a scientist in America who 
would testify that we are producing sci- 
entists enough to meet the mortal com- 
petition of Russia. 

We spend $14,000 on the training of 
every army aviator. For $14,000 divid- 
ed equally between scholarship and the 
university or college that equips him we 


could turn out a competent scientist. . 


How many do we need? Ten thousand 
to begin with. Fourteen million? What 
is that in our military budget? 


We need places for these scientists we 
train, Private industry would take most 
of them. But are we too poor to set up, 
at Government expense, 10 great re- 
search institutes through the country, 
each financed adequately with $10,000,- 
000 a year? What! A billion? A billion 
is small change in our defense. 


I am appealing for the support of our 
first line of defense. Give us this, and 
we can build a science that can beat the 
world. Give us nothing, and the future 
belongs to Russia, inhuman, tyrannous, 
but not so stupid as we choose to be.

Arthur Koestler Tells of 
His Slow Disillusionment

Koestler’s autobiography 

appears under the title of 
‘The Invisible Writing” whose 
meaning is explained by the 
author in the following words: 
“eg. e ek ey yous I re- 
garded the universe as an 
open book, printed in the lan- 
guage of physical equations 
ari social determinants, 
whereas now it appears to me 
as a téxt written in the in- 
visible ink, of which, in our 
rare moments of grace, we 
are able to decipher a small 
fragment.” 


T HE final volume of Arthur 


Koestler is thus distin- 
guished from the many fa- 
mous Communist aspostates 
who, in their newly acquired 
anti-Communist respectability, 
show the same dogmatic and 
oracular certitude as when 
they toed the party line. One 
gets the impression from read- 
ing Koestler that he was as 
much revolted by the doc- 
trinaire rigidity of Commu- 
nist procedure as by its ruth- 
less liquidation of enemies 
and deviationists.. The one led 
inevitably to the other in fact; 
and the living were not much 
different from the dead in 
qualities that distinguish hu- 
man beings from ants. 


- Nevertheless it took Arthur 
Koestler seven years—from 
1931 to 1938—to arrive at 
total disillusionment. In the 
meantime he served the party 
in various ways and through 
desperate encounters.

VEN here he is repeating a

Brock has written this color- 
ful and dramatic fictional bi- 
ography; and let it be said at 
once that he handsomely suc- 
ceeds in his purpose. His 
thinly disguised biography 
presents full length, warts and 
all, a relentless and dynamic 
man who knew what medicine 
was needed to revive his dy- 
ing nation and painfully ad- 
ministered it. 

Mustapha Kemal (as he was 
first known) was a rough and 
unswerving man. The history 
books tell us he became a 
trained officer, led a success- 
ful revolution against the cor- 
rupt caliphate, fought off the 
British in World War I, and 
forcibly rammed moderniza- 
tion down his people’s throats. 
And all of it was done in 
what, historically speaking, 
was the equivalent of a wink- 


ing eye. 
T which Mr. Brock has 

fleshed in to produce this 
vital portrait. His Kemal Ata- 
turk is a flamboyant figure 
who rode booted and spurred 
over all his enemies, a man 
with whom the author ob- 
viously feels a strong sense 
of personal rapport. 


Not all fictional biographies 
come off, but this one em- 
phatically does. Wielding his 
whip-like pen, Ray Brock has 
brought to life perhaps the 
most swashbuckling nation- 
builder of this century. 
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even a second entry into 
events a fascinating experi- 
ence for the reader. In addi- 
tion Koestler’s narrative gives 
us new and vivid insights into 
friends, acquaintances, party 
workers, and others that he 
grazed merely in passing, in- 
cluding Willy Muenzenberg, 
the engineer of the Popular 
Front movement which served 
the Communist cause so well. 

Muenzenberg was the “grey 
eminence and invisible or- 
ganizer of the anti-Fascist 
world crusade” and in certain 
phases of the operation he 
had the' support of English 
duchesses, American colum- 
nists and French savants who 
never heard the name of 
Muenzenberg. The result of 
this was to create a certain 
sympathy for unrevealed Rus- 
sian aims. In_ retrospect 
Koestler is inclined to be a 
little too lofty in exposing the 
naivete of intellectuals and 
liberals for not realizing that 
Communism was just as evil 
as Hitlerism. But he was on 
the inside, at the time, and 
therefore in a better position 
to know the score. Even so 
his disenchantment was long 
and gradual. 


the rise of Hitler prolonged 

the process. It enabled 
Communism to make a new 
claim on his loyalty when he 
had already concluded that 
Russia was no Utopia and had 
little promise of becoming one. 

During the seven years that 
Koestler “was a Communist 
party worker he took a long 
trip through Russia for the 
purpose of writing reports for 
non-Communist consumption 
which would be presented as 
an “objective” estimate, 
worked in Paris with Muen- 
zenberg’s organization, took a 
flying trip to Portugal, was 
imprisoned in Spain and made 
speeches in England in behalf 
ef the Spanish loyalists. 
Something about the air of 
England must have affected 
his way of expressing himself 
for it was in those speeches 
that his latent ‘“deviationism” 
came to the surface. 

Under questioning he re- 
fused to admit that the POUM 
—the Trotskyite element that 
had also fought in the anti- 
Franco armies—were so many 
stooges for Franco. On the 
contrary, he insisted that to 
call them traitors, as the 
Communists were doing, “was 
both stupid and a desecration 
of their dead.” His break with 
the party came soon after, 

Koestler subsequently de- 
cided to make his home in 
England and still later he 
made English his first lan- 
guage. It was an odd decision 
for a man who had grown up 
as a Central European intel- 
lectual beset by the winds of 
conflicting ideologies. But he 
was fascinated “by a civiliza- 
tion whose social norms were 
a reversal of mine: which ad- 
mired ‘character’ instead of 
brains, stoicism instead of 
temperament, nonchalance in- 
stead of diligence, the tongue- 
tied stammer instead of the 
art of eloquence.” 

At first he thought he might 
have made a mistake. But in 
the end he became certain 
that this nation of flower- 
lovers, stamp collectors, pi- 
geon fanciers and amateur 
carpenters lived closer, in its 
muddled way, to the “invisible 
writing” than any other.

Cloak-and-Dagger Thriller 
Of Spies in the Civil War 


SPIES FOR THE BLUE AND GRAY, 
by Harnett T. ne. (Hanover 
House, 31! pgs., $3.50.)

HIS book is a real cloak- 
T ane-escer thriller. The 

story revolves around the 
almost unbelievable activities 
of Union and Confederate 
spies—male and female. While 
men on both sides attended to 
the grim business of slaugh- 
tering one another, a good 
many of “the ladies, God 
bless ’em,” were helping to 
make the killing more effi- 
cient. The activities of the 
fair damsels, North and South, 
in the realm of espionage and 
intrigue easily rival the ex- 
ploits of Mati Hari. The men 
engaged in spying didn’t lag 
far behind when it came to 
daring and deception. 

This book is interesting for 
many reasons, but one of its 
greatest attractions is the fact 
that it breaks new historical 
ground. Tremendous numbers 
of books have covered the 
military phases of the Civil 
War—and are still covering 
it. Almost every conceivable 
area of the war has been 
written about several times 
over—but an area relatively 
untouched has been spies and 
spying. This is not hard to 
understand, since it is obvious 
that evidence bearing on this 
sort of business would be 
scarce. Lately, though, sev- 
eral books have begun to 
nibble the edges of the story 
of subversion above and be- 
low’ the Mason-Dixon line. 
“Confederate Agent” and 
“Rebel Rose” both appeared 
ahead of “Spies for the Blue 
and Gray,” but they treated 
specialized subjects. 


* * * 

T was generally well-known 
[net fifth-column operations 

were widespread during the 
war. Memoirs of some of the 
spies and counterspies offered 
plenty of evidence on this 
point. But nobody took the 
trouble to do the hard digging 
necessary to put the whole 
story together. Harnett Kane 
has finally done it, and it is 
well that he did. The project 
took him all over the country, 
fitting together bits and pieces 
of evidence. He even went 
to the British Public Records 
Office and British Museum in 
London, and the Bibliotheque 
Nationale in Paris to dredge 
up some of the loose ends of 
his narrative. All of this ef- 
fort has been worth the energy 
expended. 

Here, in one volume, are 
chronicled the doings of such 


famous agents as Belle Boyd 


(the Rebel girl who gained the 
lasting gratitude of the aloof 
Stonewall Jackson); Rose 
Greenhow (who spied right 


under the hawk-eye of the 
Yankee Secretary of War); | 


Allan Pinkerton (the comic- 
opera Union detective who 
both angered and pleased 
Gen. McClellan); “Lafe” Baker 
(a suspicion - happy Union 
counterspy, who earned the 
sobriquet of “the American 
Fouche”); “Crazy Bet” .Van 
Lew (who went so far as to 
do her snooping right in 
Jefferson Davis’s house, and 
shipped her information to 
Gen. Grant). All these, and 
more, appear in this book in 
Mr. Kane’s usual lifelike man- 
ner.

As the war progressed, a 
lot of things changed. The 
nature of the war hardened, 
and time for chivalry grew 
scarce—but did not wholly 
disappear. Both belligerent 
governments came to realize 
that some type of security or- 
ganization was necessary, if 
they hoped to keep any secrets 
at all. Both War Departments 
set up rudimentary agencies 
for military intelligence and 
counterintelligence. The oper- 
ations of these agencies, with 
their exaggerated motions, 
sound like a bad melodrama 
by present day standards. But 
read this book to see how 
grimly efficient these agencies 
became. 

Harnett Kane has a knack 
for picking popular subjects. 
He hasn’t missed fire with this 
book. Written extremely well, 
it is bound to keep you read- 
ing until the last narrow- 
escape,

OW that the Eisenhower 
N midterm election has been 
held and the make-up of 
Congress determined for the 
January session, the first item 
of business on the Washing- 
ton agenda is the debate in 
the Senate on the Watkins 
committee report proposing a 
vote of censure for Senator 
McCarthy. This debate, which 
opens Monday, adds interest to 
the several new books on the 
junior Republican Senator 
from Wisconsin who is war- 
ring on President Eisenhower. 
Some of the very best of the 
reporting of the McCarthy- 
Army hearings was done by 
Michael Straight for the New 
Republic magazine of which 
he is editor. Week by week 
Mr. Straight sat at the press 
table in the hearing room, 
only a few feet from the prin- 
cipals and closest to Senator 
McCarthy, Roy M., Cohn and 
“strong, silent” Francis P. 
Carr. He watched, he listened 
and he wrote it all down. 

His New Republic articles, 
expanded to include new mate- 
rial,, and published under the 
title “Trial by Television,” 
make a splendid volume for 
both reading and reference.

Week’s Advance Most 
Vigorous in More 
Than 16 Years — Av- 
erage at 25-Year Top. 


By RADER WINGET. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 6 (AP)— 
The election was a happy sur- 
prise for the stock market this 
week, and it celebrated with the 
most vigorous advance in more 
than 16 years. On the way up 
it broke into new high ground 
for the past 25 years and.touched 
off a major showing of bull mar- 
ket enthusiasm. The Associated 
Press average of 60 stocks ad- 
vanced $4.90 on the week, the 
most that the average has gained 
in a single week since the final 
week of June, 1938. That was 
when the nation was shaking off 
the king-size setback that start- 
ed in the recession of 1937. The 
post-election drive ahead 
the average up to a new 25-year 
high of $139.10, the best since 
Oct. 17, 1929, and it closed the 
week only slightly under that 
level. 

(Dow-Jones average of 30 in- 
dustrial stocks closed the week 
with a gain of 13.86 points at 
366.00 after reaching a quarter 
century high of 366.95. In the 
Pp week a loss of 6.47 
was recorded. The rails ad- 
vanced 3.90 points to 121.59 or 
.06 under the highest pdint since 
1930. The utilities were up 1.54 
to 59.35.) 

Caution Before Election. 

The week before the election, 
caution was rampant in Wall 
Street, and the stock market 
made its greatest weekly de- 
cline in 14 months. Everyone 
was playing it safe for the elec- 
tion. A change of heart came 
over the market on Monday, 
however, and prices advanced 
moderately. The talk then was 
that the election had been dis- 
counted too much in advance. 

Wednesday morning found 
Wall Street interpreting the 
election results this way — the 
Republicans have done much 
better than expected, and the 
Administration’s policy will not 
likely be affected despite Demo- 
cratic gains. 

Best Gain Since 1939. 

The market started off easily 
enough with modest gains. They 
kept getting wider as the day 
Wore on.

Western League Faces 


Loss of Key Cities. 


IS difficult to believe that 
Jine American League will 

ote tomorrow to throw the 
Phila@déelphia Athletics back 
into a state of complete con- 
fusion and frustration. Spike 
Briggs of Detroit and Clark 
Griffith of Washington insist 
they will vote against the trans- 
fer of the Athletics to Kansas 
City. And complete confusion 
could return to the picture if 
Briggs and Griffith were to 
persuade one other club to 
vote with them. It will re- 
quire six of the eight votes to 
‘approve the sale of the club 
to Arnold Johnson and the 
move to Kansas City. 


~ There is certain to be heavy 
pressure from. other’ club 
owners, however. The Mack 
family is not in condition fi- 
nancially to carry on with the 
club in Philadelphia. Cancel- 
lation of the Johnson deal 
could result disastrously for 
Connie and his sons. And as 
a clincher in the debate, Kan- 
sas City is the only community 
with a ball park that can be 
improved to major league pro- 
portions for the 1955 season. 


The next big problem, there- 
fore, assuming that the Ameri- 
can League will not be pro- 
foundly stubborn and stupid 
tomorrow, will be the finding 
of a new home for the Kansas 
City Blues of the Class AAA 
American Association. 


The most widely advanced 
guess among baseball men is 
that the American Association 
will draft Denver, now in the 
Western League. It also is 
considered likely that if Den- 
ver is taken from the Western, 
the Cardinals may want to 
move their Columbus Ameri- 
can Association franchise to 
Omaha, a key city, like Den- 
ver; in the Western. 

The loss of Denver and Oma- 
ha would be a serious blow 
toe the Western League and the 
circuit might face the alterna- 
tives of (1) operating as a six- 
club league or (2) going out of 
business, 


Denver a ‘Natural’ 
Except for Mileage. 


ENVER for some time has 

been one of the more suc- 

céssful minor league clubs. 
Were it not for its location, 
Denver probably would have 
moved to a league of higher 
classification long ago. Den- 
ver has a population, accord- 
ing to baseball’s Blue Book, 
of 413,000, ayud Omaha, the 
other large - population center 
in the league, is listed as hav- 
ing .251,000, with Council 
Bluffs, near at hand, having 
an additional 45,000. 


In contrast the other West- 
ern League cities and popula- 
tions are: Colorado Springs, 
45,000: Des Moines, 177,000; 
Lincoln, 105,000; Pueblo, 100,- 
000: Sioux City, 84,000, and 
Wichita, 200,000. 

For years the Columbus 
club has been a problem for 
the parent Cardinals. People 
in Columbus would turn out 
in large numbers for football 
games. But even when the 
Cardinals had good clubs 
there, good enough to win 
pennants and Little World 
Series titles, the baseball at- 
tendance has been small. And 
to complicate. the situation, 
the Omaha fans have been 
clamoring lately for a higher 
classification league. They 
can’t become excited over 
rivalry with the smaller cities 
in the league. And the prob- 
lem of moving from Columbus 
to Omaha would be made sim- 
ple by the fact that the Cardi- 
nals own both franchises. 


Denver's lacation, to repeat, 
poses the only grave problem. 
Havana learned in the Inter- 
national League what it could 
mean to be so far away 
other league cities. The Ha- 
vana ¢lub, to get into the In- 
ternational, agreed to pay 
traveling. expenses of all 
visiting clubs to and from 
Richmond, Va., picked as an 
arbitrary point. As a result 
of the heavy expense of this 
agreement, the Havana elub 
found itself in red ink after 
the experimental 1954 season. 
In the same way American 
Association clubs might find 
it costly to make the long 
, trips to Denver.

Illinois Commissioner 
Calls for Boxing Reform. 
OU RADZIENDA is a 
member of the Illinois Ath- 


letic Commission. He is 
first vice president of the Na- 

, tional Boxing Association (an 
association of boxing commis- 
sions in most states of the 
Union) and he is slated to be- 
come its president in Septem- 
ber of next year. 

He, like others connected 
with the game, sport, business 
or whatever you want to call 
it, has been disturbed by the 
furor created by the recent 
Kid Gavilan-Johnny Saxton 
fight in Philadelphia, in which 
Saxton won the welterweight 
championship in a pretty sad 
bout, followed by a sadder de- 
cision. 

Radzienda has been quoted 
as calling for a suspension of 
boxing for a year or two, to 
permit the Federal Govern- 

. ment to clean out the “hood- 
lums” who are: said to prey 
upon boxing and boxers. 

I~ a telephone conversation, 
Radzienda said that was not 
exactly what he said. He read 
a prepared statement, in which 
he stated: 

“If nothing is done to cor- 
rect the -present abuses, the 
Government should abolish 
boxing for a year or two, so 
that the alleged hoodlums con- 
nected with it would be forced 
to seek other means of liveli- 
hood. 

“If the press thinks boxing 
is bad it should move through 
its government to have it 
abolished and the Government 
must find some way of appre- 
hending the criminals who are 
said to infest it and put them 
in jail, the same as in the 
case of Al Capone.” 

Radzienda is critical of the 
present television setup with 
regard to boxing. 

“We have too many shows 

_on TV,” he said, “resulting in 
a lucrative setup for the 
chosen few.” 

' Ag to Illinois, Radzienda 
declared that the present 
commission ‘headed by Liv- 
ingston Osborne and the pre- 
vious body, led by Joe: Triner, 
always insisted that the rules 
and regulations be followed. 

“So far as I know, no pro- 
moter or boxer has asked for 
preferential treatment,” he 
said. “‘Bouts have been prop- 
erly conducted and we have 
had no trouble with undesir- 
able characters.” 

Lou went on to say that 
most of the current talk was 
nonsense. 

“We have been fighting 
these same things for 20 
years,” he said, ‘‘and in all of 
them you run up against the 
legal angle. 

“I told the N.B.A: at its last 
convention some of my views 
and used the word ‘alleged’ 
throughout. You know, I am 
a man of moderate means and 
have no desire to defend my- 
self in a lawsuit and today, if 
people don’t like what you 
say, they’re likely to slap a 
suit on you.” 

And it used to be said “You 
can’t libel anybody in sport.” 

As to the ban on boxing for 
a year or two, that would 
seem to be penalizing inno- 
cent persons to punish the 
guilty few. You take boxers 
like Rocky Marciano, heavy- 
weight champion of the world, 
or Bobo Olson, middleweight 
title-holder, or Archie Moore, 
light-heavyweight champion. 
Add a‘ year or two of inac- 
tivity to their years and where 
would they be? 


Moore Deserves Chance. 
OORE, incidentally, is 
M ectting a lot of support 
for his challenge of Mar- 
ciano. 

Fans have been writing in 
supporting Archie in his de- 
mand for a heavyweight title 
bout with Rocky. 

“I think a Moore-Marciano 
match would be best heavy- 
weight title contest in view,” 
said Freddie Connell, a box- 
ing judge here. “They are of 
about the same physical build, 
Moore is an excellent boxer 
and he can hit, too. 

“There is a difference in 
their ages, true, which would 
probably give Marciano an 
edge, but I still think Moore 
offers the best opposition to 
Marciano that there is around 
today.” 

Others have written in ex- 
pressing the same view and it 

_ might not be too far fetched 
to say that Archie will get a 
chance at Rocky’s crown with- 
in the next year, despite the 
fact that Nino Valdes and Don 
Cockell now seem to hold the 
inside track for the next title 
match wih ihe champion.

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Autumn in Ozarks 


Dozen Bright Tones 
Of Yellow, Scarlet

LTHOUGH the weather of early November is always 
unpredictable, there’s no finer or more beautiful time 
of year in our Ozark countryside. On still, clear morn- 
ings there is sure to be frost whieh covers the fields like 


million facets as the sun 
comes up. White wood 
smoke rises straight and 
high into the air from 
farmhouse chimneys or 
the outdoor fire that has 
been built for early butch- 
ering. Westward across 
the valley-our first view at 
sunrise is of steep hill 
sides painted in a dozen 
brilliant tones of yellow 
and scarlet. And in the 
evening when some errand 
takes us to the village the 
soft rustle of steadily fall- 
ing leaves and the scent of 
burning hickory and oak 
in many stoves has a 
str@ng, nestalgit pull on 
. the chords ef memory. 


Evén in cloudy weather—and we've had our share of 
it these past weéks—we wouldn’t trade this season for any 
other. Navember clouds are dark and ragged looking, in 
contrast to the white and fleecy clouds of June. The winds 
that send them scudding across the sky are rough and 
gusty, with a sharp chill in them, instead of soft and Balmy. 
This is weather that starts the songbirds southward, “except 
for those hardy souls which winter with us.

There Was one of these cloudy late afternoons 
with a spray of cold mist in the air when I'd takén 
hay to the ‘cattle in the bottom field and then 
turned the dogs out for a run. Suddenly far off to 
northwest I heard the unmistakable calling of wild : 
geese—and soon a great band of them appeared 
above the mountain, flying just below the scud of 
clouds. There were several hundred in long, 
wavering Vs; and before they were out of sight 
and hearing, another band appeared—and then 
still another. For more than an hour the flight con- 
tinued, until more than 2000 must have passed. 
Most of the flocks were moving at cloudy level, but 
some were so low that I could distinguish Canadas, 
snow geese and the brownish-gray white fronted 
, Feese. ‘ 


@ THERE IS ALWAYS SOMETHING THRILLING about 
watching these beautiful travelers of the skyways and 
listening to their wild, somehow disconsolate calling. And 
I*fell to wondering how many centuries they’d migrated 
across our valley, so far from any large waterway. Perhaps 
their ancestors were here eons ago when our Ozark coun- 
try was a level plain and covered by successive inundations 
of an inland sea. For these hills comprise perhaps the 
oldest land area on our continent—and from the varying 
limestone deposits, the geologists trace at least five of 
these inundations during the slow passage of countless 
centuries. 

It is perhaps natural to think of our high mountain 
ranges as being the oldest, until one stops to consider the 
never-ending force of erosion which shapes our landscape. 
Thus the vast ranges of the Rockies are actually “young” 
mountains in comparison with our small and rugged Ozark 
hills which were pushed up out of the level plain perhaps 
a half-billion years ago. When these mountains were orig- 
inally formed, they probably rose to elevations of 5000 
feet or higher. But é¢rosion and weather action through 
the milleniums have carved them into gentler. shapes, 
gradually carrying away the softer rock until—as in the 
St. Francois hills which surround our Belleview Valley— 
only the bare granite and porphyry remain.

In this first Ozark uplift and in later up- 
heavals which occurred, the limestone layers were 
faulted and carved with the channels of many 
streams. Water seeping down through the faults 
carried enough organic matter in suspension to 
make mild acids, which in time dissolved the 
soluble rock to create great underground caverns 
in which water was stored. As these joined to- 
gether they created underground streams. And 
whenever a surface stream, in its constant process 
of cutting a deeper channel, crossed an under- 
ground stream, a spring was born.

Some Animals, Semi-tamed From Captivity, Won't 


Leave the State's ‘Rehabilitation Center’ Despite 


Efforts to Train Them ‘to Return to the Woods 


By John Keasler 


HE CALL OF THE WILD is 
T a deep and stirring instinct, 
a longing that glows hotly 
in the beings of nature's beasts 


and birds. Any apprentice ro- 
manticist knows this. 
Then why won't George 


Moore’s bald eagle go away? 
Why does that raccoon keep 
coming back? 


Because — and this informa- 
tion is passed along with a deep 
sense of disenchantment — the 
call of the wild in some of’ na- 
ture’s ostensibly free-and-un- 
fettered-type creatures is out- 
shouted by the call of regular 
chew, no work and comfortable 
quarters. 


“Some wild animals just won't 
go back to being wild animals 
after they’ve lived in comfort 
for a while,” said Moore, who 
once had to exile some deer 
bodily because they kept hang- 
ing around free-loading. “I wish 
this raccoon would go away.” 


Moore, consequently, finds 
himself running what amounts 
to’ a rehabilitation center for 
wild animals that aren’t quite 
sure how to go about being wild. 
It’s one of his many duties as 
junior educational adviser for 
the Missouri State Conservation 
Commission at Rockwoods Res- 
ervation. 


Actually, the “rehabilitation” 
is largely a matter of giving 
semi-tame animals a base from 
which to return to their wild 
state wheh they get bold enough 
or. old ‘enough. They are re- 
leased: when - conditions most 
favor their chances of staying 
alive — if they want to come 
back at mealtime until they get 
used to the idea of making their 
own living, it’s all right. Some 
animals require a long time to 
get the idea, after civilization 
softens them up. 

* * * 

OORE is a naturalist. So 
is his wife; They love being 
naturalists so much that 
some years ago, when state 
funds for his job were lopped 
off, he worked for nothing. They 
know a lot about animals. And 
one of the most peculiar aspects 
of Moore’s job hinges on the 
animals that won’t go back to 
the woods. 


His headquarters at Rock- 
woods, which is 26 miles west of 
the city limits off of Highway 
50, is the wildlife exhibit build- 
ing. It’s a brand-new building, 
a $50,000, attractive, limestone 
construction replete with all 
sorts of animal and plant dis- 
plays, a decided contrast to the 
drafty frame building formerly 
used. Since Moore started work- 
ing with the Conservation Com- 
mission he has been adding ex- 
hibits. 


‘Qutside are new, roomy pens 
for birds and animals placed in 
his charge by the Conservation 
Commission which gets them 
from everywhere — confiscated 
furbearing animals which were. 
being. kept illegally as pets; wild 
animals captured, by humane so- 
cieties, and young animals taken 
from their natural habitat by 
well-meaning hunters. An aver- 
age of -100 animals annually are 
sent to Rockwoods. 


Of those, some seem bent on 
proving that the call of the wild 
is a nice title for a book, but 
that’s about all. | 

“Take this eagle,” said Moore, 
pointing to a middle-aged, bald- 
ing American eagle of surly 
mien, “He’s been here 15 years.” 

Every time they put the eagle 
out of its cage it stands around 

begone. until they let it 
back in. The eagle was injured 
when it camie to Rockwoods, but 
Mrs. Moore’is inclined to believe 
it could have flown away long’ 
ago if it wanted to. The least it 


could do is walk, away.. After all, - 


it is an eagle. Think of the tra- 
dition. But no. Fifteen years.

This may well have set the record for any area of similar 
size on our continent. - 

It is interesting to dig back into the old records and 
contrast what you find there with what you see as you 
drive through the Ozarks today. The earliest travelers tell 
of park-like forests of big, widely spaced trees with many 


grassy openings and small upland prairies where the tall.

The 64-year-old naturalist, a 
soft-voiced man with a quiet, 


’ confident approach to life, like 


many outdoormen, had no for- 
mal schooling for. his profession. 
He read a lot and spent a lot of 
time in the woods. His wife, 
Polly, studied to be a naturalist 
in courses at Penn and Cornell. 
They were married in. 1940. 
Both are native Missourians. 
She ‘wanted to be a naturalist 
since she was a small girl. He 
managed a creamery at Lebanon 
for 30 years and one day he 
sold out because he decided 
that wasn't what he wanted to 
do at all. He wanted to be a 
naturalist. 


“I went to the state park 
board and told them I would 
work as a naturalist for $35 a 
month and a cabin,” he said. 
He smiled, “They couldn't turn 
that down.” He later became 
chief naturalist for the park 
board, and was stationed at 
Meramec Park. In 1943 he 
started working with the Con- 
servation Commission. 


He said he got along fine on 
his starting pay of $35. Which 
was later cut to nothing, a sti- 
pend which lasted from 1943 to 
1948. During those five years 
what pay he got came from the 
Conservation Commission. (He 
also is in demand as a lecturer).

I like it,” Moore explained pa- 
tiently.

For many years Moore was a 
hunter and a fisherman; spent 
much time in the woods, where 
he found what he wanted to do. 
He quit hunting a long time 
ago. He doesn’t kill anything 
now, except enough fish for his 
table when he wants fish. 


The Moores live in a com- 
two-bedroom — stone 
home on the reservation and 
have a 3000-acre yard. He covers 
hf territory in a jeep station 
wagon; works with the Rock- 
woods superintendent, E. H. 
Beinke. Mrs. Moore gefs the 
job of raising baby animals and 
she does jt at her home. 


Not long ago, a startled visi- 
tor found her feeding a baby 
possum with an eye dropper, 
while a little blue jay perched 
on her shoulder awaiting sup- 
per—a baby fox was nibbling 
idly on her ankle. 


“Sometimes I worry about 
what happens to the animals 
after we let them go,” she said, 
sadly.

The in- 
flux will continue at Rockwoods, 
where a modern building with 
interesting exhibits of Missouri's 
animal and plant life has re- 
placed a dilapidated frame con- 
struction. 

The “pets” will have to learn 
how to be wild again, and if 
some of them don’t want to 
leaye the. accomodations main- 
tained by George and Polly 
Moore, who found the jobs they 
wanted, it would be rather dif- 
ficult to blame them much. It 
can get pretty rough out there 
in the world.

LEOPOLDVILLE. 


T HE conductor of this columt

has just arrived in the Bek 
gian Congo for what we hope 
will be a three-week tour of 
darkest Africa. ‘This foolish 
move, made in a weak moment, 
was brought about’ when we bé- 
came curious about the tourist 
opportunities this vast and 
woolly country has to offer. As 
more and more tourists come to 
London, Paris, Venice, Rome, 
Madrid and Majorca, it is obvi- 
ous we must find new places for 
them to visit and drop names 
about. It’s gotten so with the 
low fares to Europe that few 
people back home are impressed 
any more if you've “Been on 
the Continent.” But Central 
Africa is more or less virgin 
tourist territory and you can 
still get a reaction if you say 
you've “‘just returned from a sa- 
fari to the Congo.”

Sabena Belgian Airlines, the ° 
principal carrier to the Congo, 
is trying to promote the tour- 
ist business and has even 
built several hotels to accom- 
modate visitors. They also 
make it their business to fly 
in fois gras, moules, oysters, 
shrimps, partridge, steak and 
truffles so you can _ really 
rough it up in style. Frankly 
speaking, if you want to beat 
around thé bush it costs about 
$40 a day. This includes trans- 
portation, food and hotels with 
front and rear views of ele- 
phants as well as hot and cold 
running antelepes.

There are first class 
restaurants, food stores which 
sell fresh meat and fish flown 
in from France and Belgium, 
modern schools and sidewalk

Defections Aré 


Running in Favor 


of Free World but Russians Have 


Obtained More Important Secrets— 


West Has Gained Diplomatic Data 


Rather Than Military Information

WASHINGTON, Nov. 6. 
URNCOATS on both sides are playing a key 
role in the underground war raging between 
the intelligence services of the Free World 


and the Soviet Union. 


Everything is not being recorded in the books, 
but, in terms of sheer numbers, the. balance 
sheet now is weighted: heavily in favor of the 


Free World. 


The Free World is matching 
big name for big name with the 
Russians in unveiling defectors. 

In September, for example, the 
Russians made propaganda cap- 
ital of the defection of Dr. Otto 
John, former head of the West 
German equivalent of the Unit- 
ed States Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation. 

Our State Department coun- 
tered with the unveiling of 
Yuri A. Rastovorov, former So- 
viet intelligence officer in 
Japan and an officer in the Rus- 
sian secret police (MVD) who 
changed to the Free World side 
in January and has been kept 
under wraps in the United 
States ever since. | 

Sensational as these develop- 
ments are, they are only small 
outcroppings of the tremendous 
efforts both sides in the cold 
war are making to breach each 
other’s security. In a broader 
sense, the highly publicized de- 
fections from the Soviet camp 
ape only symbols of the mass 
desertions of tens of thousands 
seeking freedom outside the 
Iron Curtain. 

They come out in MIGs on 
bicycles and hidden under 
lumber piles on trains. Their 
athletes sprint for freedom when 
abroad for games. Their soldiers 
desert. «These are the little peo- 
ple. Their flight tells the story 
of turmoil and weakness behind 
the Iron Curtain as effectively 
as it can be told. 

The big ones do not get away 
so simply. There ig an unan- 
swered question of what they 
bring to the Free World when 
they come, What the Free 
World’s turncoats have given 
Russia is partly known, however, 
and, beginning with Klaus 
Fuchs, the Free World has suf- 
fered immeasurably from be- 
trayal. 

* * * 

NITED STATES intelligence 
U operatives are no more hin- 

dered by Marquess of 
Queensbury rules in luring big- 
name defectors than are their 
Soviet opponents, but the Amer- 
icans’ task is the more difficult. 
Semi-official sources here con- 
cede that we have obtained 
much less secret information 
about Russia than the Russians 
have about the United States 
and its allies. 

It is significant, for example, 
that, as the trials of atom spies 
Klaus Fuchs and Julius and 
Ethel Rosenberg showed, Soviet 
intelligence knew a great deal 
about the United States atomic 
bomb long before the American 
public learned of it, and our 
policy-makers, on the other 
ehand, were under the illusion 
that Russia was much farther 
behind us in the atomic race 
than it actually was. 

With the Central Intelligence 
Agency, a postwar creation, the 
United States is relatively new 
to the arganized struggle for the 
favors of turncoats; defectors, 
spies, informers or whatever 
they may be called. The So- 
viets, however, are old hands at 
the businass. 

Western intelligence faces 
enormous obstacles. There are 
the fantastically strict security

Here are the case histories of 
some big-name defectors to the 
Free World side: 


Yuri A. Rastovorov—Soviet in- 
telligence and secret police offi- 
cer and third secretary in the 
Soviet Embassy at Tokyo. He 
disappeared from the embassy 
on the eve of his scheduled de- 
parture last January for Russia, 
where he was to give the rea- 
sons for a botched espionage 
project in Japan. He said he 
knew of no Soviet espionage 
in the United States. Informa- 
tion on Soviet espionage in 
Japan supplied by Rastovorov, 
however, led to the arrest of 
three officials of the Japanese 
Foreign Office. One of them, 
the Japanese reported, signed a 
confession as a spy for the Rus- 
sians, then jumped out of a win- 
dow and killed himself. 


Victor Kraychenko—A Soviet 
army captain who was assigned 
to the Soviet purchasing com- 
mission in Washington during 
World War II. In 1944, he de- 
serted the Soviets and placed 
himself “under the protection of 
American public opinion.” He 
was the first to disclose that 


“high Soviet officials working 


abroad were often buried in 
what seemed to be obscure po- 
sitions, but which were highly 
important to the Soviet intelli- 
gence apparatus. 

Igor Gouzenko — Soviet army 


in 1945, Gouzenko gathered up 
his documents and turned him- 
self overt to the Canadian au- 
thorities. His defection was an 
important one for the West. He 


‘ supplied the earliest evidence of 


Soviet atomic espionage by re- 
vealing that Dr. Allan Nunn 
May, a nuclear physicist, later 
sent to prison in England, had 
told the Russians about Ameri- 
can nuclear bomb experiments 
and had sent them samples of 
uranium.

After her recovery, she was 
granted asylum. Mme. Kasen- 
kina was unable to give authori- 
ties any high political or espio- 
nage secrets, but she did give 
them an ins.ght into how the 
ordinary people of Russia live 
and the extent to which they 
“yearn for freedom” and look 
to the United States for help 
toward that goal. 


Josef Swiatio—A former high 
secret police official in Poland. 
He has secretly been in the 
United States since December 
1953. The State Department 
disclosed his presence here in 
September. 


Dr. Marek Stanislaw Korowicz 
—First alternate member of the 
Polish delegation to the United 
Nations, asked for asylum in 
September 1953, at New York.

Julius and Ethel Rosenberg— 
This husband-and-wife team of 
American Communists was ex- 
ecuted as atom spies for Ryissia 
June 15, 1953, in the most cele- 
brated case of its kind in mod- 
ern times. Their arrests and 
conviction stemmed directly 
from the confession in 1949 of 
Klaus F . Fuchs named Har- 
ry Gold, an American, as his 
courier in relaying secrets to 
and implicated David Green- 


glass, brother of Ethel Rosen-: 


berg. Greenglass was arrested 
in June 1950 and confessed. 


The Rosenbergs were arrested 
two months later. At their trial 
in March 1951, they denied be- 
ing in a spy ring but they re- 
fused to answer questions about 
their Communist affiliations. 

Testimony of Government wit- 
nesses had them slipping into 
espionage work in 1942. From 
Greenglass, who was serving as 
an Army machinist at Los 
Alamos, they obtained rough 


sketches of a high explosive lens 
used to detonate the A-bomb. 

Later, in 1945, the Rosenbergs 
received from Greenglass new 
sketghes of an explosive lens. 
Still later, Greenglass, on a 
lough in New York, gave the 
Rosenbergs: a crude cross-sec- 
tion sketch of the A-bomb along 
with explanatory notes. Green- 
glass testified that Rosenberg 
had told him he had stolen a 
proximity fuse from a plant of 
the Emerson Radio Co. and had 
given it to the Rugsians along 
with top secret manuals on elec- 
tronic radar tubes.

OLLOWING the Rosenbergs’ 
sentencing, and almost up to 
the minute of their execu- 

tion, the Government indicated 
willingness to spare their lives 
in return for information about 
their spying activities, on the 
theory that information regard- 
ing other spies which they might 
supply could be more important 
to ae, avertiansn than the par- 
ticular form of punishment in- 
flicted on the Rosenbergs them- 
selves. 

Harry Gold was sentenced to 
30 years in prison and Green- 
glass to 15 years for their part 
in the Rosenberg spy activities. 
Morton Sobell was sentenced 
to 30 years in prison as a con- 
spirator with the Rosenbergs.

Donald MacLean and Guy 
Burgess — MacLean, a British 
diplomat and head of the Amer- 
ican division of the British 
Foreign Office, and his friend 
Burgess, second secretary in the 
British embassy at Washington, 
fled from London to France on 
the night of May 25, 1951. They 
vanished behind the Iron Cur- 
tain. The first and only word 
from either of them came typ- 
and-one-half years later whé€n 
Burgess sent a Christmas letter 
to his mother in London. Mae- 
Lean’s wife Melinda and their 


three children vanished in 
Switzerland and presumably 
joined MacLean.

HE British Foreign Offiee 
T regarded the Burgess-Mac- 

Lean defection, if that -is 
what it was, as “extraordinary,” 
contending that neither was in 
possession of any secrets except 
of a diplomatic nature which 
would be useful to the Russians. 
They were said to have had no 
access to classified military or 
scientific data. . 

Elsewhere on the spy fronts, 
it was disclosed recently in 
France that Communists have 
been getting reports on the top- 
secret deliberations of the 
French National Defense Com- 
mittee. Jean Mons, committee 
secretary, has been ousted. The 
investigation has led to ques- 
tioning of high police and minis- 
try officials. The presumption’ 
is that the spies kept the Reds 
informed on inner secrets of the 
French conduct of the di 
trous Indochina war, 

In Italy, 10 members of «a 
Communist spy ring have been 
arrested in recent months and 
charged with filching the secrets 
of the largest air base in the 
country, at Foggia. 

In the United States, two gen- 
erals who commanded United 
States forces in Korea, Douglas 
MacArthur and James A. Van 
Fleet, have taken the position 
that the Communists must have 
had knowledge that a top-level 
decision had been made to with- 
hold strikes against Chinese 
Communist forces and supply 
lines. north of the Yalu river. 

Gen Van Fleet testified before 
the Senate Internal Security 
subcommittee that he believed 
that the Chinese Communists 
would not have burst across 4 
Yalu to the aid of the No 
Koreans without assurances that 
they were safe from American 
military action against ‘North 
China and Manchuria. Van Fleet 
said that he could only “guess” 
that the Communists receivéd 
the purported assurances from 
some Embassy source in Peiping.

Pre-Recordings 


HAT’S YOUR VIEW on 


| | musicals? 


Despite the furor kicked up 
over the use of old records for 
the voice of Mario Lanza on his 
first TV colorcast in September, 
Ethel Merman says pre-recording 
can result in a better show for 
the public. 

Miss Merman, who stars in the 
CBS-TV colorcast of “Panama 
Hattie” next Wednesday, doesn't 
want to get involved in the ques- 
tion of ancient recordings as in 
the Lanza case. But she says new 
pre-recordings made for a speci- 
fic show provide two advantages: 

“If you've got a lot of moving 
around to do, it’s better not to 
have to worry about being out 
of breath. 

“And if it’s an intricate move- 
ment, you can't get the move- 


‘ment in because the mike 
couldn't follow you.” 
* * * 


LSO, she says she favors lim- 

iting pre-recording strictly to 

the really lively numbers. 
But even then, she says the per- 
former still sings the number 
although the TV audience hears 
the recording. 

Speaking academically, be- 
cause no pre-recordings will be 
used in “Panama Hattie,” Miss 
Merman says one reason for the 
advantage of the pre-recording 
is that the TV camera is much 
more exacting than the stage. 

“On the stage you'd think 
nothing of clearing your throat, 
for instance, but on that camera 
it's got to be perfect,” she de- 
clares. 

Although she has starred in 
numerous Broadway plays and 
movies, the vivacious singer is 
excited about playing her role 
in “Panama Hattie” to a one- 
night audience several times as 
great as the total theater 
audiences for her 500 Broadway 
performances in the part. It will 
be her first TV color show—"in 
fact, I haven't seen color tele- 
vision before.”

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FORMER ARABIAN 
SLAVE GETS JOB 
' AS FINANCE CHIEF 


BEIRUT, Lebanon, Nov. 
(AP)—The rise of a slave to a 
position of power is an age-old 
theme of Arab story tellers.” 
The saga was repeated when 
Arabia’s King Saud recently ap- 
pointed a new minister of fi- 


nance to’ handle his country’s 
oil revenues. The new minister 
is Mohammed Surour el Sabban, 
born a slave. 

Mohamed Surour was called 
to the ministry after the resig- 
nation of aging Sheikh Abdullah 
Suleiman. Under the old ad- 
ministration, Saudi Arabia’s gov- 
ernment had slipped deeply into 
debt, even though it had an oil 
income of $230,000,000 yearly. 
A series of scandals in the min- 
istry added to the fiscal confu- 
sion. 

King Saud sought a man both 
capable and honest to put his 
house in order. His choice, Mo- 
haméd Surour, had worked for 
Abdullah Suleiman as secretary 
for many years and had demon- 
strated his qualifications in fi- 
nancial matters. 

Mohamed Surour’s’ family 
were Negroes brought to Mecca 
from Africa through slave trade 
channels. His father, owned by 
the Sabban family of Mecca, was 
freed as an old man. The Sab- 
bans took Mohamed Surour into 
their household and brought him 
up with their children, and he 
officially became a Sabban.

NEW YORK, Nov. 6 (UP)— 
Some of the hail stones pelting 
the nation’s capital were the size 
of tennis balls. Children sucked 


the stones. Only later was it dis- 
covered that the stones were 
radioactive. 

It was “rather fortunate,” re- 
ported three scientists of the 
Navy’s hydrographic office, that 
the radioactivity was of “low 
value,” and so the _ children 
showed no “apparent ill ef- 


fects. ,

facet of the freak storm which 
hit the District of Columbia on 
May 26, 1953. 

1930 Nautical Miles. 

Twenty-nine hours _ before, 
atomic cannon shells had been 
tested on the Atomic Energy 
Commission’s proving grounds 
at Frenchman's Flats, Nevada, a 
distance from the capital of 1930 
nautical miles. 

The scientists figured from 
weather charts that the radioac- 
tive particles flung into the sky 
at Frenchman’s Flat should have 
gotten no farther east than Fort 
Wayne, Ind., in those 29 hours 
because fhe mean wind speed at 
about 18,800 feet altitude was 
only 55 knots.

fronts.. When the polar front is 
straight, so is the jet stream and 
it can be located, he theorized, 
300 to 400 miles north of the 
front.

When the front develops a 
hump in its center and its sur- 
face winds begin to curve, the 
jet stream begiris to assume a 
course resembling the letter S.

RTY-FOURTH STREET, between Lex- 

ington and Third avenues, is a traffic- 

laden crosstown street in New York 
City’s congested Grand Central area. 
Across its pavement fall the shadows 
of the 77-story Chrysler building, the 
Graybar building rising above Grand 
Central Terminal, and many other giant 
skyscraper office buildings. Along its 
sidew hurry Manhattan's rekadt fre- 
netic pedestrians—secretaries, © rs, 
salesmen, business men, models, adver- 
tising copywriters, delivery boys. Trucks, 
taxis and private cars move in seemingly 
endless succession between its curbs. 

It certainly would not seem to be the 
ideal place for children to play ring- 
around-c-rosy in the street. that is 
exactly what h ns on Forty - fourth 
street every week noon hour during 
the school year. And New Yorkers, in- 


ured to contrasts and incongruities, ac- 
cept it, even find it amusing. 

The unusual playground is a result 
of a schibol getting stuck in the path of 
an expanding business area. St. Agnes 

al school, located on Forty-fourth 
street between Lexington and Third ave- 
nues, was built in 1892. At that time the 
neighborhood was largely residential. 
Brownstone dwellings lined the streets; 
no skyscrapers towered overhead; the 
Lexington avenue subway had yet to start 
its rumbling course beneath the surface. 

Now the constantly expanding Grand 
Central district has closed in on the 
school, leaving it with no outside play 
area except the street. But New Yor 


children are used to the streets and the 


pupils of St. Agnes accept their unusual 
street-yard as naturally as other children 
accept a regular schoolyard.

River Soft-Shell, Abandoned by Mother, Starts Life on His Own 
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ae HE SPINY soft-shelled turtle 
fights its way to freedom 
from an egg which looks, 
feels, and sounds, when 
tapped, like an undersized 
ping-pong ball. Deserted by 
its mother even before being 
hatched, the baby turtle faces 
a world of predatory dangers, 
including man. 

The mother spiny soft-shell 
crawls from a fresh water 
stream—it is common in the 
Mississippi and other water- 
ways of this region—and finds 
moist soil.

N ALL-SEASON SALAD, hearty enough for the main 
course of a luncheon or supper, is made of a com- 
bination of lobster, shrimp and crabmeat, with an em- 

bellishment of toasted almonds. It is a specialty of Frank 
Burkarth, store owner and motorboat racing enthusiast, who 
likes to prepare this dish for his boating friends. He calls 
it “Royal Deep Sea Salad.” 

Burkarth plunges the lobsters and shrimp into briskly 
boiling water, containing mixed spices and salt, to cook for 
25 minutes. Meanwhile, the almonds are toasted in a very 
heavy iron pot containing hot coarse salt, tossing them 
constantly to brown evenly and prevent burning. A few 
are i to garnish top of salad, and the rest are crushed 
with a rolling pin. Lobster body and tail meat’is removed 
and torn into bite-size pieces. Shrimp are shelled and 
veined, and left whole. Celery, green pepper and onion 
are cut medium coarse, and lettuce and watercress are torn 
with fingers. These are combined with lobster, shrimp, 
crabmeat and crushed almonds, and then moistened with 
dressing. Lobster claws are cut with scissors or cracked, 
for easy serving, and are arranged around salad. Almonds 
and watercress garnish the top. Melted butter and lemon 
wedges are served on the side for the lobster claws. Crack- 
ers and bread should be provided. Serves about eight 

rsons. 

INGREDIENTS: Four one-pound lobsters, one pound 
shrimp, eight-ounce can crabmeat, about five ounces 
almonds (blanched or with skin), three ribs celery, one-hal 
green pepper, a few green onions or chives, one large hea 
lettuce, one bunch watercress, salt and mixed spices for 
boiling fish. For the salad dressing—one cup sour cream 
dressing, one cup mayonnaise, juice of one lemon and 
sprinkling of paprika over finished salad. A small pack- 
age of Philadelphia cream cheese may be cut in cubes and 
tossed with the salad after dressing has been added.

What About Color TV? 


Why are the big networks spending millions to put on shows almost no one 


can see? Are the shows worth seeing in the first place? When will you be 


able to see them? Read this article for the complete, up-to-date answers 


OLOR TELEVISION these days is 

somewhat like the bride’s wedding 

gown prior to the ceremony: 

everybody knows she has one— 
but what does it look like? 

Everybody knows that color television, 
after years of network drum-beating, 
finally has arrived (if only from the an- 
nouncements made on black-and-white 


programs). This fall, for the first time, a | 


wide range of programs-particularly the 
glittering “spectaculars” and “extrava- 
ganzas” that cost, each, as much as a big 
Broadway musical—are going out on the 
air in hues that rival the rainbow. Yet 
practically no one is seeing them. To date 
there are only about 7,000 color sets in the 
country—and more than 31,000,000 black- 
and-white receivers. 

What’s the answer? Why are the two 
big networks, CBS and NBC, spending a 
fortune in time, talent and equipment? 
Just so a fingertipful of viewers can see 
the color of Henry Fonda’s tie or the glint 
in Judy Holliday’s hair? 

Look at the figures. Some statisticians 
reckon that, by the end of this season, 
CBS and NBC will have spent well over 
25 million dollars on color shows. (Du- 
mont and ABC are scheduling color to a 
lesser extent.) Both have set up lavish 
color studios and theaters in New York 
and in Hollywood. NBC additionally has a 
mobile color unit that can handle out- 
door, on-the-spot colorcasts. On the pro- 
duction end, expensive names are being 
tossed about like salad greens. 

The major portion of these costs, of 
course, is absorbed by sponsors. But the 


networks still are being notably free with | 


their own resources. The result is some- 

CBS, for example, is doing “The Best 
of Broadway,” featuring stage hits of other 
years with stars like Helen Hayes, Hum- 
phrey Bogart and Ethel Merman. The 
series got off to an indifferent start with 


The Royal Family, a somewhat dated 
comedy. The same network’s “Shower of 
Stars” lists such names as Betty Grable, 
Harry James and Edgar Bergen. Its open- 
ing show won hittle applause and was en- 
livened by CBS’ reluctance to admit that 
tenor Mario Lanza appeared only to 
“sing” to old recordings being played off- 
stage. 

NBC has its 90-minute “Spectaculars,” 
produced and directed by show-wise Max 
Liebman. His first effort, the $300,000 
Satins and Spurs (star: Betty Hutton), 
was generally unliked; but Lady in the 
Dark (star: Ann Sothern) fared better. 
The same network also has “Producers’ 
Showcase,” a top-name dramatic series. 

In addition to these big shows, both 
networks have put many regular programs 
on a rotating color basis. 


A Difference of Opinion 


NCE AGAIN, what’s the answer? Here’s 
what the two top TV-network heads 
have to say: 

J. L. Van Volkenburg, CBS president: 
“We've gone through a long, expensive 
period of technological development and 
have brought out of the laboratories a 
workable television system capable of de- 
livering color pictures of exceptional qual- 
ity. We can’t bring it forth in one fell 
swoop but what we are achieving is a 
degree of performance and reliability that 
makes widespread acceptance of color TV 
inescapable.” 

Sylvester L. Weaver, Jr., NBC presi- 
dent: “Color television is here and it is 
going to force the pace of change in busi- 
ness- and leisure-time activities of every- 
one. It's going to bring new excitement 
into everyone's life and harnessed to the 
sale of goods and services; color TV will 
explode American economy upwards to a 
new and higher plateau.” 

So far, so good. But there are other 
points of view. One industry leader pro- 


tests: “We are not being realistic about 
color. Our industry is trying to do some- 
thing for which all the tools are not yet 
available. What we're witnessing is a race 
for prestige between RCA [parent corpo- 
ration of NBC] and CBS, a question of 
who did what first.” 

And a TV manufacturer adds: “Poli- 
tics and a race to stake out a patent posi- 
tion are pushing color before it is ready. 
There’s still a lot to be done. Manufac- 
turers ought to have a chance to complete 
their research.” 

Well, when will you get color TV? 

The answer: not for at least a year. 
Not until the end of 1955 will manufac- 
turers be able to turn out big-screen color 
sets in quantity. 

Right now, it is possible to get a 15-inch 
color set for $500. It used to cost $1,000; 
the price was slashed when larger screens 
were produced. Both 19- and 21-inch sets 
are being made, but their price tags still 
frighten the average man. 

One big company recently took full- 
page ads in New York newspapers, an- 
nouncing a 19-inch set for $895. There 
was a rush to salesrooms—mainly to watch 
free color demonstrations. 

What makes color receivers so costly? 
The answer lies in the tube: color tubes 
with their extra parts and closer tolerances 
are much more expensive to produce than 
black-and-white tubes. 

Another hurdle to be jumped before 
color TV comes into its own is the fact 
that local stations have to be converted for 
color. They can either install equipment 
to originate color programs (cost: $500,- 
000) or spend $22,000 for equipment 
to carry the network color shows. 

Even the latter face a tough nut. The 
three-hour time gap, coast to coast, forces 
most “live” shows to appear at bad view- 
ing times for millions of people. And tech- 
niques of filming color shows for rebroad-

The staggering cost of color TV means 
that many sponsors will be unable or un- 


willing to invest much in it. The home viewer, . 


however, can be sure that whatever he sees 
will be pleasing to the eye. 

Three years ago on a color telecast you 
might have seen a blonde with green hair or a 
rose that suddenly turned blue. But today, 
some millions of experimental dollars later, 
color television is like every mother’s own 
baby: beautiful. 

“It makes everything and everybody look 
fresh and exciting,” says one viewer. 
“Nothing is left to the imagination. I guess 
you could say black-and-white TV is a 
mumbling—color is an exclamation!” 

For the most part, colors now come out 
sharp and distinct. “Fringing” and “bleed- 
ing,” bugaboos of an earlier day, have almost 
disappeared. Women viewers particularly 
enthuse about the added impact color gives 
to clothes, fabrics and home furnishings. 

It still takes a steady hand and clear head 
to tune a color set, however. It’s somewhat 
more complicated than switching on a black- 
and-white set. The unskilled beginner is apt 
to get an all-purple picture or an all-red one. 

Viewers who watch color programs in 
black and white complain that the color 
seems to affect black-and-white reception, 
making some scenes look gray and hazy. 
This is due to the fact that color requires an 
enormous amount of flat lighting, which has 
a tendency to “wash out” detail. 

“Of course, you wouldn’t hear complaints 
about this from some performers,” comments 
a color make-up chief. “Color TV is awfully 
kind to everybody, especially the ladies with 
wrinkles. The lights do away with those.”

oney-Saving ‘Hospital’ Care 


—in Your Own Home 


Today, modern sick-room treatment comes right to the patient for as little as $2.50 a day 


VERYONE WHO KNOwS John Williams calls it 
a miracle. He was sick, very sick. First he de- 
veloped a crippling spinal disorder; then he 
came down with anemia. All his friends were 
convinced he would die. 

That was seven years ago. Today, Williams is very 
much alive. He gets around nicely in his wheel chair. 
He has a few, mild symptoms that need periodic at- 
tention, but they are nothing to worry about. His case 
could go down in the records as another victory for 
sound, modern medical treatment — except for one 
fact: 

For most of those seven years, Williams has never 
gone near a hospital. Aside from a few critical weeks, 


doctors “brought the hospital to his home.” He was 
given blood tests, transfusions, drugs, medication, spe- 
cial braces and counseling on how. to live with his 
sickness—all right in his modest apartment, with his 
family looking on. 

Williams’ case history is part of a great new chapter 
unfolding in the story of medical treatment today. 
He was one of the first to receive “home care” in a 
pioneer plan set up in New York’s Montefiore Hospital. 
Now, seven years later, there are about 50 home-care 
programs in more than a dozen U.S. cities. 

Their purpose: to provide low-cost treatment, as 
good as or better than that received in hospitals, to 
carefully selected patients at home—the environment 


in which most of us, sick or well, can be happiest. 

Essentially home care was born out of three basic 
facts: many people cannot afford to pay the cost of 
“catastrophic” illness, like heart disease, arthritis and 
cancer; hospitals are overcrowded and need every 
available bed; many people who are sick over a long 
period of years can do as well (or better) at home 
as they could lying in a hospital bed. 

No one is more keenly aware of those facts than 
Ella Smith, another Montefiore home-care patient. 
Miss Smith was just 31 when she was stricken with 
arthritis. For a year she lay in a hospital bed. Her 
meager savings were eaten up quickly. Doctors de- 
cided she would be a good candidate for home care. 


She was released from the hospital in 1950, so sick 
she had to be carried out. 

An intensive job of rehabilitation had to be done 
right in her home. Montefiore doctors, nurses and 
physiotherapists went to work on arms and legs that 
seemed as rigid as stone. Special pulleys were strung 
up over her bed to let her exercise her hands. The 
physiotherapist gave Miss Smith heat treatments and 
massages as often as four times a week. The doctors 
joined in with the latest drugs aimed at controlling 
arthritis: ACTH, cortisone, Butazolidin. 

Slowly she responded to the treatment. She regained 
the use of her hands; then she could walk again, at 
least for a little while each day. When she regained a 
degree of physical well-being, she had to have some- 
thing to do—some activity to keep her occupied. 

The home-care program was ready. An occupational 
therapist joined the medical “team” to teach her to 
use those hands again. Now, Miss Smith has two new 
hobbies, painting and cooking. Her life is beginning 
to take on new meaning. 

The stories of John Williams and Ella Smith are 
typical of how home care is helping the chronically 
sick. Of course, it is still a young idea in medicine. 
There are more than 5,500,000: Americans suffering 
from chronic disease—persons who require at least 
three months’ treatment—but home care, even with 
recent expansion, reaches only tens of thousands. 
Local health departments, hospitals and visiting-nurse 
associations are “tooling up” to serve more people, but 
it takes time. 

Recently the Division of Special Health Services, 
U. S. Public Health Service, conducted a survey of 
home-care programs in nine communities: New York, 
Boston, Chicago, Seattle, Richmond, Va.; Cleveland, 
Alameda County, Calif.; Philadelphia and Burlington, 
Vt. This is the pattern of home-care services that 
emerged: 

A “family” doctor and specialists for consultation;. 
laboratory services for blood tests, etc.; blood for 
transfusion, drugs, hospital supplies, including every- 
thing from beds to surgical dressings; oxygen, occupa- 
tional therapy, physiotherapy, speech therapy, home 
teaching for sick youngsters; housekeeping instruction 
and housekeeping service, medical social worker and 
nurse. In addition, most programs offer the services of 
a nutritionist to supervise the sick person’s diet. 


Minor Operations Can Be Done 


N SOME CASES, simple surgery (such as incision and 
drainage of abscesses) is done in the home, but 
for anything more serious, the patient goes to the 

hospital. If patients need X-ray treatment, or if X-ray 
photographs have to be taken, they are readmitted to 
the hospital for a short period. A few programs also 
offer service to “acute” patients with such ills as pneu- 
monia, measles or influenza. 

Ocassionally a sick person, eligible for home care, 
has an unhappy home. Such was the case of Mrs. 
T. R. Jones, another Montefiore patient. For eight 
years, Mrs. Jones had been in and out of hospitals 
with a serious heart condition. 

Finally doctors decided that she could go home. 
There was one hitch: her son and husband were 
hostile, felt she would be an unnecessary burden. Be- 
fore she could be happy in that home, Jones and his 
son had to change their attitude toward her. A social 
worker started visiting them and paved the way for 
Mrs. Jones’ return. Husband and son were made to 
realize that in the hospital she was. depressed and 
wasting away—while at home she could be happy 
even with her iliness. 

Just as the social worker won that battle, another 
problem arose. Mrs. Jones herself refused to believe 


that her husband would welcome her back. So a psy- 
chiatrist was assigned to help her. Carefully he worked 
with Mrs. Jones, listening to her anxieties and re- 
assuring her. 

All that happened four years ago. Mrs. Jones went 
home and since then she has not had a single heart 
attack. Previous to. her homecoming, she had had 
three attacks. Doctors describe her now as “a mild 
case” who needs medical attention only once or twice 
a month. 

Perhaps the most startling aspect of home care is 
the cost. Figures vary from city to city, but they come 
out astonishingly low compared to per-day hospital 
costs. 

The Boston Dispensary, which operated the first 
home-care program in the nation, estimates its per-call 
cost at about $2.50. Montefiore’s “per patient day” 
cost is about $3.10. Per-visit cost in Pittsburgh is 
about $4.50 and in Richmond, Va., it’s about 10 cents 
less, or about one-fourth the cost of hospital-ward 
care. In most instances these costs are paid by welfare 
or social agencies or hospitals themselves. 


‘Medically Indigent’ May Be Eligible 


HO CAN GET home care? In the communities 
W with programs, some welfare cases are eligible. 

They are said to be “socially indigent.” But 
many people fall into “medically indigent” class— 
those who cannot afford an illness of several months’ 
or years’ duration. Some of these also are eligible. 

‘For instance: James Wilcox, an electrician in one 
Midwest city, developed heart disease. He made an 
average of $110 a week, and had several hundred dol- 
lars in the bank. After a few months, however, the 
illness ate up his savings; unable to return to work, 
he was classified as medically indigent. He never had 
been on relief and had earned more than the average 
for U.S. workers, but nevertheless he was eligible for 
home care. In the Philadelphia program, home care 
is offered to patients who can pay for it themselves. 

Besides lowering costs and relieving the shortage 
of hospital beds, what does home care accomplish? 
Public Health Service and Montefiore Hospital doc- 
tors sum up: 

1 Any way you cut it, hospitals have a lot of de- 
pressing features. The home setting is much more 
conducive to normal living. Doctors are certain that 
some patients can do better—mentally and physically 
—at home. 

2 The family of the sick person can be taught to 
help care for him. And the family often can provide 
better care than hospital personnel. What better nurse 
for the child with rheumatic fever than his own 
mother—properly instructed as to his needs? In addi- 
tion, one doctor points out, “there’s no doubt that 
patients eat better at home than in a hospital.” 

3 Home care prevents patients from being readmit- 
ted to hospitals when the symptoms of their illnesses 
recur. 

4 Finally, it teaches doctors, nurses and social 
workers to become more proficient in their work. 
They can study the effect of a patient’s illness on his 
own emotional life and on that of his family. In addi- 
tion, they learn the social impact of illness on the 
family. 

Home care, experts explain, is not a substitute for 
hospital care. But, says Dr. Isadore Rossman, head of 
the home-care program at Montefiore: “A patient in 
a hospital is like a tiger in a zoo—both are, in effect, 
caged in and both behave quite differently when re- 
leased to go to their natural surroundings. 

“Some day,” he adds, “every community will have 
home care. When that happens, the need for new hos- 
pital beds will dwindle considerably.” «

NE OF THE most moving letters to reach 
PARADE in a long time is the scrawled 
note reproduced above.

series, Nobody's Children: namely, that a 
little love and attention can do wonders to- 
ward keeping a child at home. 

“Dear Sirs,” the letter reads, “The series 
of articles you have been printing in PARADE 
about runaway children have been very help- 
ful in my case as I have run away twice and 


was planning to again but my parents after 


reading these articles are treating me differ- 
ent. 

“All I have to say is thank you for help- 
ing me and many others who read your paper. 
I am only 15 years old and was planning to 


leave on my sixteenth birthday in Oct. but 
after reading PARADE my parents have a dif- 
ferent outlook on life. Thank you ever sO 
much. N.S.” 

This is only one of hundreds of letters that 
have poured in to PARADE in the wake of the 
articles. They came from Senators, public 
officials, parents; from runaways and ¢x- 
runaways. Suggestions ranged from more 
use of the hickory stick to well-thought-out 
rehabilitation schemes.

Proper Manners on Teen-age Dates 


When is a date definite? Who pays? What role do parents play? Here is sound guidance 


NE OF THE most important things about dating is to 
be definite. Many a girl has been kept on the anxious 
seat and prevented from making a more definite date 
by a boy who calls up and says, “Maybe Ill drop 

around Saturday evening.” Maybe he does and maybe he 

doesn't. But often he doesn’t bother to let her know either way. 

Impossible, too, is the approach that goes this way: “What 
are you doing Saturday night?” If a girl has no date, she may 
hesitate to say so—because she doesn’t know whether this 
query is going to be followed by an invitation or not. The 
proper approach is for a boy to say, “Mary, I'd like very 
much to take you to the dance Saturday night if you are free.” 

This way, Mary knows what the invitation is; she knows it is 

definite; and she can be guided accordingly. 

Once a date is made, it is courteous for the girl to be ready 
when the boy arrives. He in turn should not roll up to the 


door and honk his horn for her to come out. He should enter 
the house and greet her parents. 

His first greeting is to her mother. If he has not previously 
been introduced, the girl says, “Mother, this is Joe.” The same 


form is used with her father. Note that the parent’s name always 


is given first. 

And may I remind parents that they always should rise on 
greeting even young guests, according them the same courtesy 
they would adults? This sets the right example for teenagers— 
and they'll remember it. 

For the few minutes a young caller is in their household, 
the parents are expected to start and maintain the conversation. 
(Boys often worry about this.) Once he has greeted them, 
the boy can sit quietly until his date is ready to leave. 

When a girl's mother comes forward to greet her daughter’s 
escort, she should extend her hand in welcome. If she fails to,

the boy should not offer to shake hands with her, for a man 
never takes his initiative with a woman in our country. He 
merely bows slightly. 

It’s important for a boy to practice his best manners on 
his date, not only while she is under the eyes of her parents 
but throughout the evening. In leaving her home, he holds open 
‘the door and permits her to go through it first. When she 
enters his car, he again opens the door and sees that she is 
comfortably seated. And girls should not only permit but en- 
courage these courtesies because they make a man feel manly 
and a woman feel womanly, which is the way it should be. 

I have always been strongly against the idea of “Dutch 
treat” dating, unless it takes place in a large group with, per- 
haps, an agreed-upon sum raised beforehand. Normally it is 
far better for a boy to call on a girl at her home and spend 
the evening playing records, dancing in the living room, making 
fudge or the like, than to take her to the corner drugstore 
after the movies and expect her to pay half the bill. It is only 
human that she should tend to favor the dates who take care 
of these things in the traditional masculine manner. (Inci- 
dentally, the actual expenditure is unimportant. Teenagers 
know an allowance will stretch just so far.) 

In the matter of dating, parents deserve some attention, too. 
Even a boy’s parents want to know ‘whom he is dating, what 
the couple's plans are, about what time he will be home. The 
boy who tells his parents he is going one place, and then 
regularly goes somewhere else, eventually loses his parents’ 
confidence. And the girl who fails to insist that she be taken 
home at the time agreed upon with her parents does not im- 
prove her position in the eyes of the boy with whom she goes 
out. Boys are secretly proud of a girl whose parents are par- 
ticular about her behavior; a girl who can get away with 
anything has no real value. 


When Can a Girl Take the Lead? 


IRLS OFTEN ASK ME when they can take initiative in the 
matter of dating. It is always correct for a girl to ask 
any boy in whom she has an interest to her home for 

a meal—with her mother’s permission, of course. There are 
exceptions, however. A girl doesn’t ask to her home a boy 
who has shown absolutely no attention toward her, even if 
he is captain of the football team and one of her secret heroes. 
A girl knows pretty well when a boy would like to ask for a 
date but can’t quite make up his mind to do so. So she can 
handle the first invitation herself, if she does so with delicacy 
and restraint. Even easier is for her to give a little party and

1 have my own ideas; they may sur- 
prise you. They are based on three dec- 
ades of thought, study and experience 
in the beauty field. Thirty years ago | 
started my model agency and since then 
I have seen and interviewed well over a 
million women in the U.S. and abroad. 

Since beauty is my business, I have 
made an extensive study of it—not only 
its surface aspects, like face and figure, 
but from the viewpoint of human experi- 
ence and how it reflects in outward ap- 
pearance. Perhaps it sounds trite, but 
it’s still true: beauty is not merely har- 
mony of physical features, but a blend 
of many things. A woman needs intellec- 
tual curiosity, self-confidence, depth of 
feeling, stability of character, integrity 
and joy of living. ; 

Without these, the world’s most per- 
fectly proportioned woman is a figure of 
cardboard—cold, shallow and lifeless. 

Let us consider, one by one, the four 
important stages of a woman’s develop- 
ment ahd see if we can pinpoint her best 
years. These conclusions, you will note, 
are not merely my own. They are backed 
by social scientists, psychologists and 
educators who have made deep studies 
of human behavior. 

1. The teens. Are these a woman's 
best years? 

The teenager is just a step advanced 
from childhood. Physiologists say her 
body has assumed the outward form of 
a woman’s and, of course, this is true. 
But she has not yet matured in the 
beauty sense. 

For one thing, her limbs are still too 
rounded and often are not in proportion 
to the rest of her body. For another, al- 
most invariably she has poor posture, 
for she has not had time to learn the 
natural, graceful carriage of a grown 
woman. She does not walk with a liquid, 
supple flow. She moves somewhat like a 
cowboy or a football player, with an 
awkward, jolting, loping gait. 

She bounds from one interest to an- 
other with bewildering suddenness. She 
is a torrent of motion, a bundle of super- 
charged energy. All this is perfectly nor- 
mal. But it often results in a voice that 
is too shrill, in gestures that are too 
abrupt. In short, femininity is lacking. 

Let’s go deeper. What’s the teenager 
like emotionally? These are stormy 
years. Boys, parties, dates are uppermost 
in her mind. Flitting from one romance 
to another, she is deliriously happy one 
day, dejected the next. Her emotions are 


as sensitive as the exposed nerve of a 
tooth. 

Prof. Robert J. Havighurst of the 
University of Chicago terms early adult- 
hood “a period of storm and stress.” 
Ruth Fedder, psychologist of the Bucks 
County, Pa., schools, says girls at this 
age are confused and lacking in poise 
and self-confidence. And Simone de 
Beauvoir, in her analysis of women, The 
Second Sex, uses these words to describe 
the teenager: uncertain, bewildered, 
sensitive, vain, unstable, disturbed. 

No, the teens are not the best years 
of a woman’s life. 

2. 20 to 25. Are these a woman's 
best years? 

Her body is more fully developed; she 
is more. poised, lithe and graceful. She 
knows now that she looks her best if she 
lifts her head out of her shoulders, her 
shoulders out of her waist, her waist out 
of her hips. She knows that clothes ap- 
pear to greater advantage on a woman 
who walks and stands gracefully. Her 
taste has improved markedly. 


Beautiful but Blank 


UT HER FACE, though fresh, young 
and eager, still lacks expression. 
She hasn't lived enough, seen 
enough, felt deeply enough. Look at the 
young Hollywood starlets. All are physi- 
cal stunners, ‘but none are truly beauti- 
ful. There is perfection in their features, 
but there is emptiness, too. Character 
and depth are yet to come. No one 
doubts their loveliness. But the best, the 
loveliest years are still ahead. 

I have watched the progress of Mona 
Freeman and Maggie MacNamara, two 
young stars who not long ago were 
Powers models. They have gained in 
poise and attractiveness, but they will 
become even more lovely in the years 
ahead. So will Debbie Reynolds and the 
others in this age group. 

And how happy is the 20-to-25-year- 
old? 

If she is unmarried, she is confused. 
There is the problem of career vs. mar- 
riage; there may be unhappy romantic 
entanglements. Even the girl in love has 
moments of doubt and questions: “Yes, 
I am physically attracted to him—but is 
that enough? Is he the right choice? Will 
I be happy?” And the girl who has 
answered these questions also has fears 
and anxieties. What girl enters marriage 
without some trepidation? 7

The Smoki People reconstruct history to stage authentic dances 


PRESCOTT, ARIZ. 
VER HEAR Of the Smoki People? 
You won't find them mentioned 


in your history books, but they're — 


one of the most active “Indian” tribes 
in the Southwest these days.

Bobsledders take a costly 


‘ride’ in a wind tunnel to 


see what holds them back 


NEW YORK. 

@ Members of a U.S. championship 
bobsled team recently paid about $150 
a day to find out how to make their 
vehicle go faster. 

That is what it cost them to “test- 
run” the sled in the wind tunnel of 
New York University’s College of En- 
gineering here. On the sled in a 60- 
mile-an-hour tunnel blast were Dr. 
Arthur Tyler, physicist, and Edgar Sey- 
mour, engineer. They are training for 
the Olympic tryout races at Lake 
Placid, N. Y., in February. Winners 
there will race in the 1956 Olympics at 
Cortina, Italy, where the bob run drops 
500 feet in little more than a mile, with 
16 curves—six of 180 degrees. 

_ Dr. Tyler, who has built two bob- 
sleds along scientific lines, tested his

two-man sled to check some aerody- 
namic theories of bobsledding. Two 
things, he reports, helped reduce drag: 
Streamlined cowling and a certain way 
of crouching on the sled. His other 
aerodynamic findings are “secret.” 

“We've tried to make the sled as safe 
as possible,” says Dr. Tyler, “by im- 
proving the steering mechanism and 
by mounting the runners on rubber to 
reduce vibration. But what we want is 
more speed—which means less safety. 

“On the basis of the work we've al- 
ready put into our two sleds, they would 
cost $20,000 if built commercially. But 
bobsledding is our hobby, and we don’t 
count the cost of our time. 

“But it’s worth it when you zoom 
around a turn at 70 miles an hour.

VER THE YEARS, PARADE readers have got 
an inside look at the top personalities 
in the theater, politics and business 

through the columns of Hy Gardner. Now 
a batch of Gardner's best “celebrity” stories 
are appearing in book form. 

Called Champagne Before Breakfast* 
(Henry Holt & Co., Inc., New York; $3.95), 
the volume will be published tomorrow.

State Athletic Commission, found himself 
out of a job after leaving his right hand with 
the Marines in France after World War I. 
Without any experience to perform such a 
chore, Chris took his empty sleeve up to the 
office of the Washington Herald and con- 
vinced the managing editor that he'd be able 
to complete assignments no other reporter 
could attempt.

Actress Celeste Holm has a nimble and 
imaginative brain also, Hy reveals. Because 
she has to travel so extensively between 
Hollywood and New York, Celeste seldom 
visits the same beauty parlor twice in a row. 
Since beauticians prefer regular patrons to 
transients, Miss Holm gets around the mental 
obstacle by whispering a white lie to the 
strange operator: “Don’t tell anybody, dear, 
but I’m getting married tonight!” Celeste 
says she never fails to emerge from the beauty 
parlor looking like a bride. 

Similarly, musical-comedy star Carol 
Bruce gets a seat in the subway without any 
trouble, even during the rush hours. She car- 
ries a book under her arm titled So You're 
Going to Have a Baby. 

Champagne Before Breakfast sparkles with 
heartwarming incidents. Take the little scene 
which took place at Gracie Mansion in New 
York, shortly before Vincent Impellitteri 
turned over the mayor’s residence to his suc- 
cessor, Robert F. Wagner. Artie Halpin, 
Impy’s aid, was discussing the future plans 
of the family butler, a distinguished-looking 
gentleman named Shubert. 

“Would you like me to speak with Susan 
and Bob about the possibility of their retain- 
ing you?” Halpin asked. 

“No thanks, Mr. Halpin,” Shubert said 
softly. “My nephew just bought a home in 
Florida and I think I'll sort of move in with 
him, fish, sunbathe and just clip coupons.” 

“Clip coupons?” _* 

“Yes. I've made some wise investments.” 

“But will you have enough to retire on for 
the rest of your life?” 

“I believe so,” the butler said, rather sheep- 
ishly. “My acCountant estimates my holdings 
as being worth somewhere in the neighbor- 
hood of 250,000 dollars!” 

Gardner tells about a friend who pays all 
his bills by check and has hit upon a way of 
actually enjoying the first of the month. 
Instead of writing all his checks from the 
same checkbook, he’s had a dozen different 
checkbooks printed with individual imprints 
for creditors whose bills come in month after 


month. For instance, on the stub of all his 
laundry checks appears the notation: “Please 
stop tearing off the buttons.” 

On all butcher checks appears the warn- 
ing: “Next time make sure you give the cor- 
rect weight.” The check his landlord receives 
monthly bears the phrase: “Your-service is 
getting worse and worse month by month.” 

The friend confides that, while his credi- 
tors smile when they read his notations, sub- 
consciously they're aware that somewhere be- 
tween the lines more than a grain of truth 
is involved. The only complaint he’s had thus 
far is from his wife. She resents it every 
time she gets an allowance check, reading 
and rereading the pointed warning: “You're 
expected to do a little work for this, my dear, 
you know it isn’t alimony!” 

Some 1,500 names are dropped as you leaf 
through the 303 pages of Gardner's boek. 
One is that of Adiai Stevenson, who remem- 
bers the time he was sitting next to his best 
girl at a Junior Prom at Vassar. A dignified

gentleman, wearing tails, strolled by carry- 
ing dishes of ice cream on a tray; young Adlai 
called out, “Waiter, may we have a couple of 
those, please?” The “waiter” proved to be 
President McCracken of Vassar, a bit of 
tardy information Stevenson learned after he 
brought his girl out of a faint. 

Incidentally, in keeping with the modesty 
of a Broadway columnist, Hy Gardner has 
the following dedication in his book: “To 
Myself — Without Whom This Book Could 
Not Have Been Written!” ¥
